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WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP)— 
The House passed today and sent 
to the White House a Senate- 
approved bill waiving’ ‘federal 
claims to oil-rich tideland areas. 


The roll call vote was 188 to 67. 
The measure renounces federal 
claims, raised in recent years, to 
the submerged lands along the 
coasts and navigable inland water- 
ways, 

Speculation started immediately 
as to whether President Truman 
would sign or veto the legislation. 

(A Post-Dispatch dispatch from 
its Washington bureau Tuesday 
said that present White House 
plans called for immediate return 
of the bill to Congress with a brief 
veto message, so that a motion to 
override may be voted on before 
adjournment. It was pointed out 
that the Senate was expected to 
sustain the veto, killing the legis-

Sources close to the Jewish 
Agency in Paris indicated that im- 
mediate immigration of 100,000 
Jews into Palestine, as recom- 
mended by the British-American 
Inquiry Committee, might be the 
price of acceptance of any parti- 
tion plan. 

The Jewish Agency is the prin- 
cipal administrative body of the 
Zionist movement.

‘Drafted’ From Sioux 70 Years Ago 


WASHINGTON, July 27 (UP) 
—It’s been 70 years since the 
Army swept into their Sioux vil- 
lage and confiscated the ponies 
of Bear with Black Body, Daniel 


Grass Rope and the Rev. Ben 
Brave. Now Uncle Sam is get- 
ting around to making final pay- 
ment for their loss—at $40 a 
head, ; 

White Buffalo Leader, who is 
108 years old, and can remember 
how he helped wipe out Custer’s 
forces at Little Big Horn, won't 
be paid for the ponies he lost. 
The reason; He was a member of 
a “hostile” Indian band when the 
Army founl it necessary in 1876 
to confiscate the guns, horses and 
other personal property of the 
Sioux. 

The Interior Department ex- 
plained tonight that the law under 
which the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs is required to recompense 
the Sioux stipulates that those 
who were hostile to the United 


States are out of luck. 
The Government actually began

paying the friendly Sioux for their 
losses in 1891, but the money allo- 
cated then was not sufficient. 
Through the years the Sioux have 
pointed out they still had money 
coming, so starting in 1928, the 
Office of Indian Affairs was au- 
thorized by Congress to track 
down all claims and begin com- 
puting payments. 

Last Dec. 28, Indian Comrmhis- 
sioner William A. Brophy was 
given another $101,630 to pay off 
claims, 

Bear with Black Body, who is 
93; Daniel Grass Rope, 84, and 
the Rev. Ben Brave, 80, a retired 
clergyman, are the only ' living 
original claimants. They were boys 
when the confiscation took place. 
Bear with Black Body still has 
$180 coming, Brophy reported, and 
the other two will receive $36 each, 
the last of Uncle Sam’s debt to 
them. The heirs of Mrs. Black 
Tomahawk, who died 31 years 
ago, will split $396.

VETERANS MAY GET JOBLESS 
~ PAY FOR LOSS IN 6.M. STRIKE 


Ruling Would Affect 10,000; Fed- 
eral Agent Says Shortages 
‘Caused Layoffs. 


DETROIT, July 27 (UP)—About 
10,000 war veteran employes of 
General Motors Corp. are entitled 
to unemployment benefits for time 
lost in last winter’s four-month 
strike in G.M. plants under a fed- 
eral ruling announced today. 


Harry Slavin, acting readjust- 
ment-allowance agent for the Vet- 
erans Administration, decided vet- 
erans were eligible for unemploy- 
ment pay on ground the strike 
was not primarily the cause of 
their layoff. “There is sufficient 
evidence to support a finding that 
the work stoppage was due to 
shortage of materials and corpora- 
tion dissatisfaction with prices 
fixed by the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration,” Slavin ruled. “The 
fact that the corporation was en- 
titled to refunds of: taxes for re- 
duction of earnings as compared 
with the base period and for net 
operating losses in 1945 and 1946 
was a corftributing factor.” ' 

If Slavin’s decision is permitted 
to stand, the ex-servicemen em- 
ployes would be eligible to collect 
$20 a week each for 15 weeks, to- 
taling about $3,000,000, 


STRIKES HIT POSTWAR LOW 


8,800,000 Days Lost in June, 
21,500,000 in February. 

WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP)— 
The Labor Department's concilia- 
tion service reported today that 
frequency of labor Mantiten 
dropped to a postwar low in June 
with man-days of idleness for the 
month 3,800,000 compared to 21,- 
500,000 in February. 

Idleness for the first six months 
of 1946 consumed 2.39 per cent of 
the working time of the nation’s 
labor force compared with .15 per 
cent in 1945 and .09 per cent in 
1944. For June .65 per cent of the 
working time was taken in idle- 
ness due to work stoppages, com- 
pared with 1.81 per cent in May 


and .25 per cent in June 1945,

S. C., with a $4000 loan, 

These were some of the results 
listed tonight by the Veterans 
Administration in announcing that 
more than 16,000 veterans have 
borrowed $48,000,000 in G.I. busi- 
ness loans. 

The failure rate so far has been 
only 0.8 per cent, costing the Gov- 
ernment $105,341 under its guaran- 
tees to the lenders.

BRITISH REPORTED 
URGING U.S. GRANT 
ARABS $200,000,000 


Purpose Said to Be to Help 
Them Gain Cultural Parity 
With Jews in Palestine. 


WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP)— 
The British Government has pro- 
posed that the United States grant 
about $200,000,000 to the Arabs in 
Palestine to help them achieve 
cultural parity with the Jews, dip- 
lomatic authorities reported today. 

They said the proposal was part 
of the Palestine settlement plan 
which Secretary of State Byrnes 
received Thursday from the joint 
Anglo-American committee at 
London and which he discussed 
last night with President Tru- 
man, 

As part of the plan, it was 
learned, the British declare their 
willingness to accept the prin- 
ciple of the immediate admission 
of 100,000 Jews to Palestine but 
say that carrying out this project 
depents on various steps to handle 
the whole Palestine situation. 

(In London, an American mem- 
ber of the British-American cabi- 
net committee which proposed 
that Palestine be divided into 
federally governed Arab and Jew- 
ish provinces declined to comment 
on reports there that the commit- 
tee had recommended a $50,000,- 
000 United States loan to finance 
projects in Palestine on ‘behalf of 
the Arabs. He said the commit- 
tee’s recommendations had been 
submitted to Washington and any 
disclosures must come from Wash- 
ington.) 


HOUSE KILLS $100,000,000 
CANCER CONTROL MEASURE 


Opponents Contend Loosely Drawn 
Bill Would Not Accom- 
plish Objectives. 


WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP)— 
The House today rejected by a 
roll call vote a bill to provide 
$100,000,000 for a cancer control 
program, The vote was 126 to 
139. 

The measure would have author- 
ized the President to name an in- 
dependent group tv co-ordinate a 
broad project to discover methods 
to cure and prevent cancer, with 
outstanding scientists of the world 
invited to assist. , 

Opponents said they approved 
the bill’s objectives, but thought 
it was loosely-drawn and would 
not accomplish the goal sought. 
Several said present efforts of the 
National Cancer Institute and the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice should be expanded, in lieu of 
setting up a new group.

| CONVENE AT PARIS 


OF 21 NATIONS 10 


Peace Conference Open- 
ing Tomorrow, to 
Take Up Treaties of 5 
Axis Satellites.

PARIS, July 27 (AP)—Top dip- 
lomats and a sprinkling of mili- 
tary experts from 21 nations will 
meet in the sprawling Luxem- 
bourg palace Monday to open de- 
bate on peace treaties to shape 
the future of 83,000,000 inhabitants 
of five former enemy countries, 

Convoked by the United States, 
Russia, Britain and France, the 
Paris peace conference offers 17 
invited mations the chance to make 


recommendations—but recommen- 
dations only—on pacts with Italy, 
Romania, Finland, Hungary and 
Bulgaria, 

The treaties already have been 
drafted by the Foreign. ministers 
of the four major powers, Among 
other details, the pacts would 
limit the former Axis satellites to 
armies totaling 495,000 men for all 
five, and would exact total repara- 
tions of more than’ one Dillion 
dollars. 

. Limiting Factors. 

By comparison with the 1919 
Versailles peace parley after 
World War I, the importance of 
the Paris conference is limited by 
two major factors: 

1. Treaties already have been 
prepared, whereas 27 years ago 
32 nations participated actively 
in writing the original pacts. 
Final treaties will not be con- 
cluded here, but by the United 
States, Russia, Britain and 
France after this confeernce. 

2. The treaty with Germany— 
major European adversary of the 
Allies—has not been prepared 
and will not be discussed form- 
ally by the 1500 delegates ex- 
pected to attend. It will be 
written at a subsequent inter- 
national conference. 

Among the leading delegates 
are United States Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes, Soviet For- 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov, Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Clement Attlee, 
substituting for ailing Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin; French 
President and Foreign Minister

AHEAD AT PARIS, HE SAYS 


"PRESIDENT BID 
SHIM ‘CODSPEED 


ASSERTS HE HAS 
NATIONS BACKING 


Secretary Tells Crowd He 
Hopes Treaties With 
Satellites Will Be 
Signed at End of Par- 
ley—3000 at Airport. ,

WASHINGTON, July 27 (AP) 
Secretary of State Byrnes set out 
today for the peace conference 
opening Mondaw in Paris, leaving 
behind for later broadcast a state- 
ment that “the hope of avoiding 
some new and terrible war” de- 
pended on quick removal of fric- 
tions left over from the recent 
conflict.

AUTO UNION DROPS 
TALK OF REVISING 
WAGE CONTRACTS 


Decides Instead to Seek 
Lower Prices — Only 
Chaotic Inflation to 

‘Change Policy. : 


DETROIT, July 27 (AP)—An 
authoritative source disclosed to- 
night that the ClO United Auto 
Workers plan no new wage drives 
in 1946. He refused to permit 
use of ‘his name but declared, 
“nothing short of chaotic inflation 
will induce the UAW-CIO to rip 
open existing wage agreements.” 

The union’s policy committee is 
“more concerned with making 
dollars valuable through price 
control than in increasing the 


number of dollars in the workers 
pay envelopes,” he said. 

Reliable sources said the matter 
of general wage increases was dis- 
cussed at the CIO executive coun- 
cil meeting in Washington last 
week and that the general senti- 
ment seemed to favor holding the 
line on wages in the hope of find- 
ing another means to drive prices 
down. 

The UAW Chrysler conference 
recently served notice it would 
seek a general wage increase from 
Chrysler Corp. if price controls 
were not restored. Chrysler 
spokesmen said tonight they had 
received no offi¢ial notification of 
that decision, and a source close 
to the union said enactment of 
the new OPA bill automatically 
ended the proposed demands for 
wage boosts. 

Earlier today top executivas of 
the automobile industry were in- 
vited by the United Auto Workers 
to confer with union heads on the 
problems of lagging production. 

UAW President Walter P. Reu- 
ther, saying the union was ‘“ex- 
tremely disturbed,” extended the 
invitation in letters to manufac- 
turers in which he suggested the 
conference be held here Friday. 

There was no immediat com- 
ment from the industry. 

The purpose of thec onfeernce, 
Reuther said, would be to deter- 
mine the exact obstacles to full 
production and the methods to 
overcome them. 

“Industry spokesmen have said 
that suppliers’ strikes are _ re- 
sponsible,” Reuther said, “but a 
survey by the union indicates that 
the few strikes current in auto 
parts and auto suppliers’ plants 
cannot possibly account for the 
present low levels of automobile 
production.” 

Only a few union-organized 
plants are on strike: yet the in- 
dustry is producing only at 40 to 
50 per cent of the 1941 volume, 
Reuther said.

~by Pope Pius XII was announced 
in Washington yesterday by Arch- 
bishop Amleto Giovanni Cicognani, 
Apostolie delegate. The date on 
which the new St. Louis Arch- 
bishop will take over his duties 
has not been disclosed. 

His successor at Indianapolis 
will be the Most Rev. Paul C. 
Schulte, Bishop of Leavenworth, 
Kan. whose elevation to Arch- 
bishop also was announced by the 
Apostolic delegate. ‘Archbishop 
Schulte for 22 years was pastor of 
the Old Cathedral here. . 

Archbishop Ritter was formally 
notified of his appointment by 
telegram from Washington yester- 
day. His office issued the follow- 
ing stafement: 

“While deeply conscious of this 
official expression of confidence 
in his humble efforts, which Al- 
mighty God has deigned to bless, 
and also of the undeserved honor, 
which \this’ mandate from. the 
Holy See confers, the Most Rev. 
Archbishop begs at this time to 
assure the reverend clergy, the 
venerable religious, the faithful of 
the archdiocese of Indianapolis 
and his many esteemed friends 
among the citizens of this terri- 
tory that it is not without regret 
that these official and personal 
ties have been severed. 

“The past 29 years spent in In- 
dianapolis as a priest, bishop and 
citizen will ever stand out filled 
with happy memories of pleasant 
associations.” 

Until Archbishop Ritter is for- 
mally installed, St. Louis Auxiliary 
Bishop George J. Donnelly will 
continue as administrator of the 
archdiocese, an emergency post to 
which he was appointed by the 
Board of Diocesan Consultors a 
few hours after the death of Car- 
dinal Glennon in Ireland. Bishop 
Donnelly was in Jefferson City 
yesterday attending the funeral of 
the Rt. Rev. . John Bernard 
Pieus, pastor of Immaculate Con- 
ception Church there. 

Archbishop Ritter will assume 
jurisdiction over a historic arch- 
diocese with a Catholic popula- 
tion of more than There 
are 279 parishes and 928 priests 
in the archdiocese, which covers 
27,082 square miles. It is bounded 
on the north by the northern bor- 
ders of Pike, Audrain, Boone and 
Howard counties; on the west by 
the western borders of Howard, 
Boone, Cole, Maries, Pulaski, Tex- 
as and Howell counties: on the 
south by the state of Arkansas, 
and on the east by the Mississippi 
river. 


Bishop Schulte Head of Diocese at 
Leavenworth Since 1937. 
Bishop Schulte, a native of 
on, Mo., has been head 
of the Leavenworth diocese since 
June 1937. His pastoral work, 
from his ordination in 1915 to his 
consecration as Bishop 22 years 
later, was in the Old Cathedral, 
now the Church of 8t. Louis of 
France. He was assistant pastor 
from 1915 to 1922, administrator 
from 1922 to 1929, and pastor 
thereafter. 

While at the Old Cathedral he 
devoted much time to study of 
church records and wrote a book, 
“The Catholic Heritage of St.

He was born March 18, 1890, 
and after attending school in 
Fredericktown, enrolled at St.

New Archbishop Characterized 
As Man of Great Simplicity 


Priests Who Know Him Say He Never Over- 
looks Little Things—Strength in Council 
Rather Than Oratory.

INDIANAPOLIS, July 27—The 
new Archbishop of 8t. Louis is 
a man of retiring disposition, who 
prefers the quiet of ‘this suburban 
garden and the seclusion of his 

study to public appearances. 

The Most Rev. Joseph Elmer 
Ritter, first Archbishop of Indian- 
apolis, who soon will be installed 
as the fourth Archbishop of St. 
Louis, conferred quietly today 
with a few intimate friends who 
have known him since he came 
here as a young priest 29 years 
ago. 

From them, the Post-Dispatch 
learned of the human side of the 
§3-year-old prelate who is Indiana- 
born and bred and whose whole 
ecclesiastical . 


p ity but deeply aware 
of the dignity of his office, Arch- 
bishop Ritter never has held a 
press conference, or granted an 
interview. 

Not an outstanding orator in the 
pulpit, he is regarded ag most 
effective when. he is conferring 
with small groups. Speaking in a 
conversational tone, he makes his 
points in a man-to-man fashion 
that has obtained results and 
strengthened his reputation as an 
able administrator. 

Unlike the late Cardinal Glen- 
non, whom he will succeed as 
Archbishop in St. Louis, Arch- 
bishop Ritter seldom manifests 
flashes of wit. Instead, he relies 
upon the relating of pertinent in- 
cidents, some of them drawn from 
his own experience or from oc- 
currences familiar to his Indiana 
auditors. 

Hundreds of Personal Contacts. 

Yet, he possesses the human 
touch. Throughout his career, even 
after he became the first Arch-

About 400 persons either tele- 
phoned or visited the OPA offices 
yesterday. This was about the 
number of callers on Friday, with 
the majority on both days inquir- 
ing about the validity of evictions 
and rent increases for which no- 
tices were given during the 25-day 
lapse of OPA. 

Callers were informed that these 
actions are not valid unless ap- 
proved by the district office. It 
was estimated that about 1200 
evictions proceedings will be 
halted. The number of rent in- 
creases nullified was not esti- 


mated. 

District OPA officials withheld 
an announcement of policy pend- 
ing receipt of a copy of the re- 
vived OPA bill, expected tomor- 
row with interpretations of the 
various pricing powers. Among 
the interpretations sought aré 
those covering increases over 
June 30 price ceilings on coal, 
shoes and many lesser items. 
Business men have asked OPA 
for information on food and serv- 
ice prices. Meat, grains, dairy 
products, poultry and tobacco con- 
trols will not be restored before 
Aug. 20, resulting in an unfavor- 
able reaction against the revived 
controls by labor leaders and fixed 
salary workers. 

An intention by large packers 
to break the market on hogs to 
$25 a hundredweight, or less, was 
shown by the bidding on the 200 
hogs offered for sale at the Na- 
tional Stockyards yesterday. ‘The 
highest bid was $20, as compared 
with the $22.50 top on Friday, and 
sellers elected to hold the hogs 
over for tomorrow’s sale. The OPA 
ceiling on hogs, plus the Govern- 
ment subsidy, was $17.80 to $18.80 
a hundredweight. 

No cattle or sheep were sold at 
the stockyards yesterday, a nor- 
mal condition on Saturday when 
receipts are customarily low.

POST-DISPATCH PURCHASES 
NEW BEECHCRAFT PLANE 


A new Beechcraft Executive air- 
plane, purchased from Interstate 
Airmotive, Inc., at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, was delivered yester- 
day to the Post-Dispatch. The 
plane will be used for the trans- 
port of executives of this news- 
paper and of its radio station, 
KSD, and will be available for 
use in news, radio and photograph- 
ic assignments.

The kidnaping and killing last 
Jan 7 of the Dengan girl, 
youngest of two daughters of a 
Chicago OPA executive. 

The shooting and fatal stab- 
bing of Frances Brown, an ex- 
wave, in Chicago’s mysterious 
“lipstick murder” last Dec. 10— 
less than a month before the 
Degnan killing. 

The fatal throat slashing June 
3, 1945 of Mrs. Josephine Ross, 
a widow whose body was found 
by her daughter. 

Defense States Position. 

“The defense feels the time has 
come’ for Heirens to make known 
-y confession to the state’s at- 


rtorney the facts of the various 


crimes charged against him,” said 
Coghlan. 

The défense announcement —a 
move aimed at saving the’ youth 
from a possible penalty of death 
in the electric chair—came less 
than a day after Heirens had 
discussed the killings with his 
parents and attorneys. 

Previously Heirens, whose rec- 
ord of juvenile delinquency started 
when he was 13 years old, had de- 
nied reports he had made any con- 
fession. Similar denials had been 
made by Tuohy and the youth's 
lawyers. 

The youth’s attorneys an- 
nounced earlier they would seek 
a mental examination for him 
when he is arraigned in the Deg- 
nan and Brown cases Tuesday be- 
fore Chief Justice Harold Ward 
of the Criminal court. . 

Ithas been reported unofficial- 
ly that state alienists have found 
Heirens is a victim of schizophre- 
nia (split personality) but is able 
to distinguish right from wrong. 
If a mental examination by the 
defense bears out that finding, 
such evidence will be offered as a 
mitigating circumstance in hopes 
of avoiding a death penalty. 
Tuohy has never officially dis- 
closed his position in the case. 
However, previously he denied 
published reports that a “deal'’ 
was in the making whereby Heir- 
ens would confess the three kill- 
ings in return for a state recom- 
mendation for life imprisonment. 

Judge Has Wide Discretion. 

Judge Ward also would have 
wide discretion in the case, legal 
observers said. Under a 10-year- 
old Illinois law, offenders may be 
sent to mental institutions if they 
suffer from certain types of men- 
tal abberations, even though 
classed as legally sane. 

Illinois law defines a legally 
Sane person as one who can dis- 
tinguish right from wrong. A per- 
son may be held mentally insane 
if he is possessed of compulsions 
which do not allow him freedom 
of choice,

Coke R. Stevenso 
was a poor third. : 

The two leaders were so close 
on the basis of an estimated 
1,250,000-vote total that it ap- 
peared neither could capture a 
clear majority. The state’s first 
run-off for the governorship since 
1934 was indicated. It would be 
held Aug. 24. Democratic nomina- 
tion ig tantamount to election in 
Texas, 

Apparently reassured of renomi- 
nation was United States Senator 
Tom Connally, United Nations 
delegate and chairman of the Sen- 
ate Foreign Relations.

That all 685 industry advisory 
committees, which are business 
groups set up to advise OPA on 
pricing policy, are automatically 
reinstated. 

That price ceilings on new 
cars revert to June 30 levels, 
pending issuance soon of new 
and higher ceilings. On used 
cars the ceilings are those of 
June 30 less the 4 per cent auto- 
matic decrease which was to 
have gone into effect July 1. 
All deliveries of new or used 
cars after July 25 must be at or 
below OPA ceilings, it was ruled, 
even if agreement was made 
during the interim for an above- 
ceiling. price. 

That OPA believes current 
ceilings on iron and steel scrap 
are adequate and will grant no 
increase “in the foreseeable fu- 
ture” despite industry reports to 
the contrary. 

Various Increases Effective.

OPA ruled also that producers 
of briquets or packed fuels may 
increase their ceilings by the 
exact amounts of increases in the 
costs of the coal used in making 
those products. The ceilings on 
coal and some other fuels were 
boosted because of freight rate 
increases July 1, 

Price Tag Order. 

Dealers who removed price tags 
On stoves, vacuum cleaners and 
refrigerators. which were ticketed 
at the factory with retail ceilings, 
may not sell the items until the 
old tags are replaced, OPA ruled. 

If tickets were removed from 
clothing during the lapse of price 
control, the agency said, the re- 
tailers or wholesalers “must re- 
attach the correct, ae ceiling, 
price as of June 30, 1946.”

Deputies in Disagreement.

French sources said sharply di- 
vergent views were expressed this 
afternoon, after the deputies had 
agreed at a morning session to 
release for publication the agreed 
portions of the Italian treaty be- 
fore the opening of the conference, 
Acting on the agreement con- 
cerning the Italian pact, the Brit- 
ish Central Information Office 
distributed the agreed sections for 
publication at 11 p.m. Greenwich 
mean time (6 p.m. St. Louis time) 
tomorrow in Washington, London, 
Paris and Moscow. 

Just how the _ disagreement 
which developed this afternoon 
would affect the ultimate decision 
on publication of the Italian text 
was not clear. The French deputy 
foreign minister. tried to reconcile 
the various viewpoints and, fail- 
ing, the deputies adjourned until 
tomorrow without a clear deci- 
sion. 

In the meantime, the American 
delegation, which has sought to 
release all sections of all treaties, 
was hampered in communications 
with Washington by sunspots 
which caused a trans-Atlantic ra- 
dio jam. A courier with the docu- 
ments missed the morning plane 
for the United States. 


BEVIN ILL, ATTLEE 
TAKES HIS PLACE 


LONDON, July 27 (AP)—Ernest 
Bevin, blunt, outspoken Foreign 
Secretary, fell sick today and his 
mild-mannered chief, Prime Min- 
ister Clement Attlee, stepped into 
his shoes as head of the British 
delegation to the peace confer- 
ence, 

The last-minute shift, giving 
Attlee the foremost role in a com- 
paratively unfamiliar field of di- 
rect across-the-table dealings, was 
announced by the Foreign Office, 
which said Bevin was “slightly in- 
disposed” and had been ordered 
to take at least a week’s complete 
rest, . 
Attlee, whose chief experience 
in direct foreign affairs negotia- 
tion until now was the Potsdam 
conference shortly after his eleva- 
tion to Prime Minister a year ago, 
is expected to leave for Paris by 
plane tomorrow. 

The Foreign Office said his 
aids would be the same Bevin 
planned to take—First Lord of the 
Admiralty A. V. Alexander, For- 
eign Affairs -Undersecretary Hec- 
tor McNeill and Financial Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Glienvil Hall. 
Acting as head of the Govern- 
ment in Attlee’s absence will be 
his chief deputy minister, Lord 
President of the Council Herbert 
Morrison, Bevin'’s long-time rival 
for Labor party primacy. Attlee 
became party head as a compro- 
mise between them. 

There was no official suggestion, 
however, that Bevin’s withdrawal 
from the conference role was 
caused by anything except illness. 
His foreign policy was overwhelm- 
ingly indorsed by the Labor par- 
ty’s recent Bournemouth confer- 
ence.

Miami, Fila., will be the spring training base of the St. Louis 
Browns in 1947, it was announced last night by Bill DeWitt, vice 
president and general manager of the Browns. 


Unsatisfactory hotel accommo- 
dations and too much wind were 
the factors which made it advis- 


able to give up the training base 
. Anaheim, California, DeWitt 
said. 

“The playing field out there was 
perfect,” explained DeWitt, “but 
we just had to find a place that 
could give us central living quar- 
ters.” 

The training facilities at Miami 
were made available a week ago 
when the New York Giants an- 
nounced they would move to Ari- 
zona. DeWitt declined to discuss 
the financial arrangement under 
which the Browns accepted the 
City of Miami's invitation to train 
there, but he pointed out that the 
playing field is owned and main- 
tained by the city. It is on prop- 
erty adjacent to the Orange Bow] 
stadium, 

The problem of a schedule of 
training camp games in which 
other major league clubs will fur- 
nish the opposition is now being 
worked out, he said. Because of 
the late start it % going to prove 
difficult and, probably, inad- 
equate. But, in later seasons the 
Browns should have a first-class 
schedule of games, he added. 

Training will open probably the 


last week in February, DeWitt 
said. 

Manager Luke Sewell has fre- 
quently said he would much pre- 
fer to train in a warmer climate 
than he found at Anaheim. 
was especially disturbed about the 
wind at Anaheim, which stiffened 
up his pitchers. 

The Philadelphia Nationals have 
long used Miami Beach as their 
training site, but the impression 
has grown that ball club owners 
purposely avoided the city because 
of its night life and resort dis- 
tractions.

CHICAGO, July 27 (AP)—Mighty Assault, reigning 3-year-old 
champion and leading money winner, finished absolutely last in a 
six-horse field today as The Dude scored an astounding upset victory 


in the $95,650 Arlington Classic.

Jockey Melvin Duhon, a 21-year- 
old lad from Kaplan, La., a free 
lance pilot, got The Dude out in 
the lead before the pack hit the 
first turn and made a one-horse 
race of it all the way. The Dude 
led at one time on the back 
stretch by six lengths. 

At the finish, The Dude was a 
length and a half ahead of Sgt.

Frick plans 
to say a few words: to the dele- 
gates and then turn his office 
over to the 16 players. The Amer- 
ican League representatives—one 
per club except New York and St. 
Louis, which will be represented 
by two each—will. gather with 
President William MHarridge in 
Chicago under similar circum- 
stances.

The change was written inte a 
bill passed by the House to freeze 
social security payroll taxes at 1 
per cent for employers and em- 
ployes for another year, place 
200,000 maritime workers under 
social security and make other 
changes in the welfare acts. 

The sliding scale plan for old- 
age and other benefits which the 
Senate committee adopted had 
been proposed originally by the 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee but later dropped. If the Sen- 
ate passes it, the House con- 
ferees, members of the Ways and 
Means Committee, probably would 
accept it. They backed away froffi 
it in the first place only to avoid 
controversy late in the session. 

The effect of the variable fed- 
eral grants, if approved by the 
Senate and House, would to 
increase the amount of federal aid 
in the poorer states.

WASHINGTON, July 27 


NE of the important but less publicized provisions of President Truman’s 
plan for a unified armed force is the establishment of a National Security 
Resources Board that has the support of both the Army and the Navy. 


As described in the President’s recent letter to Congress on the proposed 


merger, the duty of the Board would be: 
‘‘To establish, and keep up to date, 


policies and programs for the maximum 


use of the Nation’s resources in support of national security. It should operate 
under the Council and be composed of representatives of the military services and 


other appropriate agencies.’’ 

The Council referred to is the Council 
of National Defense, which, under the pend- 
ing Thomas unification bill, would be com-’ 
posed of the proposed Secretary of National 
Defense, the Secretary of State and the 
Chairman of the National Security Resources 
Board. (Almost certainly there will be no 
action on the Thomas bill at this session of 
Congress). 

This Council would be directly under 
the President and its duties would be “to 
integrate our foreign and military policies 
and to enable the military services and other 
agencies of government to co-operate more 
effectively in matters concerning our na- 
tional security.” 


Proposed Division of Authority 
Between Council and Board. 


In brief, the Council would have responsi- 
bility for national security in the foreign 
and military fields while the Board would 
have the domestic and economic responsi- 
bility. 

The President’s letter did not indicate 
the comprehensive scope of the Board’s pro- 
posed activities; ‘The details dre to be found 
in the original recommendations of Navy 
Secretary Forrestal based on a study by 
Ferdinand Eberstadt, now an adviser to 
Bernard M. Baruch on the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission. It is not sur- 
prising that Eberstadt, long an intimate 
friend of the American Atomic Representa- 
tive, made this recommendation: 

“One of the first tasks of the National 
Security Resources Board should be to take 
an inventory of our resources, so severely 
depleted by the war. It should keep our 
national balance sheet of resources solvent 
through (1) exercising supervision over the 
disposal d€ our present surpluses, (2) ad- 
vocating sound policies of conservation of 
our basic materials, (3) guarding against 
a recurrence of our late deplorable situation 
in strategic materials and (4) developing 
and maintaining adequate information on 
manpower, resources and productive facili- 
ties of the nation.” 


Baruch’s Forward-Looking 
Letter to Congressman Gore. 


This calls for an immediate survey of the 
nation’s resources and for the stockpiling of 
strategic materials which has long been a 
deep concern of Elder Statesman Baruch, 
who last year, in the famous forward-looking 
letter to Democratic Representative Albert 
Gore of Tennessee, said: 

“While examining our production here, 
we must survey all our mineyal, agricultural 
and other natural resources. We should 
not dispose of our raw materia] surpluses 
unless they really are surplus for the whole 
United States, not simply surplus for some 
one Government department. 

“On everything else, on all that is really 
surplus, sell, sell, sell. We cannot go on 
depleting our soil and mineral resources as 
we have in the past seven years without 
tragic results to our whole economy and 
national life. A study of our resources and 
modern scientific methods to replenish them 
must be undertaken quickly.” 

In fact, the Baruch proposals were made 
much further back. Most of the Eberstadt 
recommendations in the domestic and eco- 
nomic fields can be found in Baruch’'s book, 
“An American Industry in the War,” which 
stemmed from his services as Chairman of 
the War Industries Board under President 
Wilson. 

When Eberstadt made his report to 
Secretary Forrestal, the Navy was opposing 
the Army’s “unification” plan under a 
single Secretary of National Defense by 
countering with “co-ordination” of the 
services under Secretaries for War, Navy 
and Air. President Truman decided for a 
single Secretary. 

Eberstadt’s original organizational chart 
put the Resources Board on an equality with 
the Security, Council, with Secretaries of 
War, State and Air and the Chairmen of 
the Board and Council sitting with both 
groups, 


Board were to be the Chairman of the Mili- 
tary Munitions Board, the heads of emer- 
gency agencies such as the Office of Price 
Administration, War Food Administration, 
War (now Civilian) Production Board, War 
Manpower Commission, and the Office of 
Defense Transportation and the War Ship- 
ping Administration. 

After liquidation of the emergency agen- 
cies, the chart proposed that the permanent 
departments and agencies, such as the 
Treasury, Interior, Agriculture, Commerce, 
Labor, Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Maritime Commission, be represented. 

Besides these, there would be an advisory 
committee with representatives of labor, in- 
dustry and agriculture to speak ‘for the 
civilian economy. This last named group 
now exists as the advisory committee of the 
Office of War Mobilization and Reconver- 
sion, 


OWMR Revived to Be 
Integral Part of Plan. 


One of the reasons the OWMR was quick- 
ly revived under Dr. John R, Steelman after 
John Snyder of St. Louis was named Secre- 
tary of the Treasury was that OWMR, per- 
haps under a different name, was to be an 
integral part of the unified services. 

As visualized by Eberstadt, the Resources 
Board would be ‘‘a logical outgrowth of the 
OWMR, when the latter’s present duties 
have been completed.”” The report con- 
tinued: 

“The Board should be established prompt- 
ly while the lessons of this war are still 
fresh in the public mind. If this is not done 
soon, it will probably not be done at all. 

“Its Chairman should be an,appointee of 
the President with full power of decision 
similar to the power now conferred upon 
the Chairman of the OWMR.” 

After noting that the duties of the present 
emergency agencies should be assumed by 
the permanent bodies, the report said that 
such a continuance would have these “bene- 
ficial’ effects: 

(1) Affording to the regular depart- 
ments of government an opportunity to be- 
come familiar with, and to participate in, 
matters of national security and industrial 
mobilization. 3 

*(2) Maintaining in skeleton form or- 
ganizations which could, if necessary, be 
properly expanded, thus avoiding the un- 
desirable alternative of resort to emergency 
agencies hastily created. 

(3) Providing cadres of personnel fa- 
miliar with the problems and procedures 
of civilian mobilization, 

(4) Impressing on these departments a 
realization of the duty of all to keep con- 
stantly on the alert in matters of national 
security.” 

To keep Congress as well as business men 
and labor representatives informed on the 
necessity for military planning, the report 
made a separate proposal for congressional 
liaison. 


Liaison With Conerem 
Urged to Bar Duplications. 


Observing the organizational changes in 
the legislative branch were beyond the scope 
of the report, it had this general suggestion: 

“There is at present considerable duplica- 
tion of effort resulting from working out a 
program with the responsible administrative 
heads of the departments and then having 
to go through the process all over again to 
win congressional acceptance. If members 
of Congress who have the confidence of the 
House and Senate were invited to partici- 
pate in discussions involving department 
programs, much energy might be saved and 
the path cleared for better congressional un- 
cerstanding. 

“Such informal contacts suited to partic- 
ular needs and situations, supplementing 
regulation congressional committee rela- 
tions, seem preferable to setting up formal 
committees for legislative relations with 
the departments.

By undistinguished 
survival, he is chairman of the powerful 
House Military Affairs Committee currently 
engaged in considering that most modern 
of modern problems, control of atomic en- 
ergy; but that can hardly be expected to 
figure in local politics. 

The community is clannish. Unopposed 
in the primary next month, May faces a 
fight for re-election in November, but the 
probabilities are that the disclosures of the 
Mead Committee will work for rather than 
against him. The boys of the Big Sandy 
valley in the heart of the Kentucky coal 
fields do not lightly go against one of their 
own in time of trouble. 

By and large, the community is rural, 
hard-drinking, dry-voting, God-fearing and 
fiercely individualistic. Politics usually 
boils down to an issue of personal loyalty. 

Vote-buying is almost an accepted and 
standard practice. On election days, the 
people come down out of the hills and val- 
leys. They arrive before sun-up. Their 
votes—or at least a good many of them— 
are for sale at 75 cents or a dollar or 
maybe a drink of whisky. 

A chain voting system makes sure that 
the bought votes stay bought. The first 
man at the polls takes his ballot, puts it in 
his pocket, depositing in the ballot box in- 
stead a blank piece of paper. When he 
comes out, his ballot is taken, marked and 
given to the next in line, who deposits the 
marked ballot and returns with another un- 
marked one and so on through the day. 


eryone here—is a hearty campaigner. 
friend, next-door neighbor and intimate ad- 
viser, Edward P. Arnold, three-term Mayor 
of Prestonsburg, describes a typical scene. 
May’s last visit was on July 4, when he ad- 
dressed a mass meeting in a nearby county, 
denying he was guilty of what the Mead 
Committee witnesses were saying about him. 

“When he comes home our yard, and his, 
too, are jammed with soldiers’ and sailors’ 
families—mothers, sisters, wives, all waiting

‘We are going to vote for Jack May and 
we are going to elect Jack if we have to 
steal or buy the votes to do it.” Arnold 
doesn’t seem to be joking, either.

Another witness is the Rev. W. B. Gar- 
riott, pastor of the Methodist Church here, 
‘May is a Baptist. Commenting on the Mead 
Committee investigation, the minister says: 

“There is no moral indignation because 
everybody down here knows Jack May is a 
He doesn’t take a drink. 
There is a feeling the head of that (Mead) 
committee is working for political pur- 
poses.”’ 

May answers his mail. He keeps up with 
everyone in the district. He is always ready 
to do a favor—as quick to aid a Republican 
as a Democrat, or quicker. He is his 
own one-man political machine. 

“When Jack May hits town, he’s got both 
hands flying as he goes down the street,’ 
one of his supporters says; ‘“‘one hand 
a-shaking hands and the other a-slapping 
shoulders. And he’s got just as hearty a 
shake for a fellow with a bullwhip over his 
shoulder as for the man in a big car.” 

Scandals are nothing new in this district. 
They hardly cause comment, May’s cousin

To Congress First in 1930 
In Wake of Langley Scandal. 


May first went to Congress in 1930 in 
the wake of a scandal. Congressman John 
W. Langley, while a member of the House, 
had been convicted and sentenced to prison 
for violating the national prohibition law. 
With an appeal pending, he had been re- 
elected. When he lost his appeal and went 
to prison, his wife, Mrs. Katherine Langley, 
was then elected, in 1928. Her unsuccess- 
ful opponent was Jack May. Two years 
later May beat her, the first Democrat from 
the Republican stronghold in 25 years, and 
he has been re-elected ever since, 


He has never been able to deliver for 
anyone but himself, He has never put over 
a slate. Three years ago he failed to win 
a nomination for his nephew for sheriff of 
Floyd county, one of the few Democratic 
strongholds in the district. 


This district lies on the eastern edge of 
Kentucky, just across the West Virginia 
line. When May was first elected, in 1930, 
it was known as the Tenth District. In his 
first Congressional Directory autobiography 
May described it as “‘normally 15,000 Re- 
publican.” The state was redistricted in 
1932, by a Democratic Legislature, and the 
Tenth became the Seventh. Two strong Re- 
publican counties, Owsley and Jackson, were 
lopped off, but Republican strength remains

May’s own strength has been uneven, His 
heaviest votes have been polled in presiden- 
tial years, all of them Democratic, He won 
the first time in 1930 by 2987. In 1942 
he won by only 640; in 1944, by 3241, 


His Republican opponent the *last two 
times was the Rev, Dr. Elmer E, Gabbard, 
president of Witherspoon College at Bucke- 
horn, who probably will oppose him again 
in November,

May a Smooth Operator; 
Some of His Campaign Issues. 


_May is a smooth operator. In a coal 
mining region where 25,000 United Mine 
Workers might be a balance of power he 
has kept their support while at the same 
time backed by some of the coal operators. 
John L. Lewis has passed the word not to 
vote for May this fall, but the miners are as 
individualistic as their neighbors and the 
result of Lewis’s order remains to be seen, 


May has won votes in the coal fields by 
opposing TVA, He declared: “The devil of 
it is that TVA plants are selling power at 
plants below cost and can’t be competed 
with. The private plants use both coal and ° 
labor. The TVA plants use neither.” {) 


He ran afoul the railroads in fighting for 
Congressional approval of an $82,000,000 
project to canalize the Big Sandy in order 
to permit barge transportation of rich coal 
deposits now fraccessible by rail. ‘The proj- 
ect was dropped recently from the omnibus 
river and harbors improvement bill. But 
he succeeded in getting a $2,000,000 flood 
control dam that is now under construction 
on John’s Creek near here. He also wangled 
a $250,000 WPA appropriation for an ele- 
mentary school in Prestonsburg and ob- 
tained Federal buildings for three other 
counties in the district. 


May's chief prop, however, has been 
patronage. He-has distributed jobs where 
they would do the most good, especially to 
Republicans with large families. He hands 
out postmasterships and appointments to 
West Point and Annapolis by the same rule. 


May’s knowledge of the mountain folk 
for miles around has stood him in good 
stead all his life. His only public office 
prior to going to Congresa was Prosecuting 
Attorney, from 1901 to 1909. In the in- 
terim, he practiced criminal law, gaining a 
reputation as an able jury picker. 

He has dabbled in a number of business 
ventures. With a twin brother, now dead, 
he operated a toll bridge; he ran a coal 
mine, which failed; and he was briefly presi- 
dent of a local bank, although he owned 
only $500 worth of its stock. 


_In none of these was he a conspicuous 
success. When he went to Congress he was 
reputed to be broke and deep in debt. 
Friends and neighbors.say the debts were 
all paid long ago. 

The Mead Committee uncovered a lumber 
company in which he was interested. Some 
checks under scrutiny were traced to this 
company and May or a man of the same or 
similar name, 

Another venture was a Manganese mine 
in West Virginia, brought to light chiefly 
by the fact that a woman in Washington, 
a department store clerk, sued May for $12,- 
567, alleging fraud in the sale of stock. The 
court dismissed the suit in December, 1944, 
ruling that the woman ought to have known 
that mining stocks were speculative. 


But to the people of May’s home district 
Washington is remote. Here the question 
is not whether the Congressman is guilty of 
anything or not, but: “Is Jack May in

leaders and the National Security Council 
and the National Security Resources Board 
would increase mutual understanding and 
fortify continuity and unity of purpose in 
the fields of military and foreign policy.” 

Forrestal and Eberstadt, both civilian in 
their thinking, called for utmost civilian 
control practical in the planning and direc- 
tion of preparedness, other than the purely 
military concern over strategy and opera- 
tions.

Modern wars have become total and glo- 
bal, it said, and since all branches of the 
military services, as well as the civilian 
economy, depend on the same basic re- 
sources, there must be teamwork between 
the military and civilian. 

“Under our practice,” it recalled, ‘‘the 
determination of the size and nature of the 
military program has been a function of the 
military services. Only a small part, how- 
ever, of what they need do they themselves 
produce. The military program must be 
met by civilian contributions to the war ef- 
fort. 

“The impact of the vast military program 
must, therefore, be carefully fitted into the 


civilian economy. It cannot be permitted to 
exhaust or even to put an unnecessary strain 
upoy civilian resources in materials or man- 
power to the point that impedes the produc- 
tion of military items themselves. It can- 
not be permitted to cause price, wage and 
other financial maladjustments, which, 
through impairing public morale, would 
have the same effect. 

“The efficacy of the civilian contribution 
depends upon the existence of proper or- 
ganizational units equipped with adequate 
information on the manpower, material re- 
sources and productive facilities of the na- 
tion and prepared with plans and procedures 
for implementing the military program in

the civilian field. This calls for the exist- 
ence of sound and adequate military pro- 
grams translated into up-to-date weapons 
and in turn into the basic elements of their 
production.” ‘ 

Looking back to the “well-padded” econ- 
omy of this country before the war, which 
permitted waste, the report continued: 

“The great resources and productive 
power of this country permitted us to af- 
ford the luxury of inefficient procedures 
this time. It may not be possible again. It 
would seem imperative, thereforg, that we 
take measures which will hereafter assure 
better teamwork and will enable us to 
achieve the full benefit of all our resources,”

Let's marshal every possible force— 
foundation grants, legislation, private 
subscriptions, to put vast sums behind 
cancer research. With that kind of sup- 
port, the dread killer could be brought

While Madame Sun Yat-sen calls for a coali- 
tion Government of China and the ultimate 
transition from one-party tutelage to democracy, 
which her great husband envisioned, United 
States ships and armaments and planes and 
United States Marines are making any such 
happy outcome virtually impossible. | 

In the name of a strong and united China, our 
Government has intensified the weakness and 
division of China, and is engaged in the sorry 
business of doing more of it with every day 
that passes. 

Our men and our materiel] are taking part in 
a Chinese civil war, They are lined up with 
German Nazis, native Chinese Fascists, reaction- 
aries who are determined that the people shall 
never rule, profiteers and murderers. 

It is not the Kuomintang party as a whole 
that our policy in China is supporting. Because 
our policy gives the. governing clique the armed 
force to continue in power without any conces- 
sions to democracy, it supports the far-right 
wing of the Kuomintang, which according to 
Tseng Chao-lun, one of the leaders of the 
Chinese Democratic League. persecutes the 
Kuomintang left wing even more than it does 
other political parties. : 

To fight for the totalitarian rightists of the 
Kuomintang, United States destroyer escorts 
and mine-sweepers, part of a navy given to the 
Nationalist Government by the United States 
Government, strip for battle on the Yangtze. 

United States Mustangs, Lightnings, Thunder- 
bolts and Mitchell bombers fly from Nanking, 
bombing and strafing Chinese Communist 
troops, which have neither air nor ground 
defense against them. United States Marines, 
20,000 of them, guard rail lines over which Na- 
tionalist troops and supplies go to fight the 
Communists, or train Nationalist sailors, or 
hold the big Yellow Sea base on the Shantung 
peninsula at Tsingtao.

United States troops have been kept in China 
too long, and too unjustifiably, as it is. They 
should be withdrawn, without further procras- 
tination or excuses, United States ships, planes 
and armaments given or lend-leased to China 
have been perverted to war against China's own 
people; they should be withdrawn if withdrawal 
is possible, and certainly no more should be 
given or lend-leased, 

The Nationalist Government has had the ag- 
gressive aid of the United States Government; 
that aid should be suspended until Nanking can 
show it is deserved. Our policy in China has 
encouraged extremism, and extremism is what 
we have got for it. ‘ 

Let us adopt, finally, a policy that will en- 
courage moderation. The best beginning would 
be to terminate our armed intervention in the 
Chinese civil war by withdrawing the last United

There are some economic myths that no 
amount of hard fact or accurate statistics will 
down. One is that it is better for a nation to 
buy at home than abroad, even if the home price 
is substantially higher. 

The “Buy American” idea reaches a new 
apex of nonsense in the bill just passed by 
Congress to stockpile strategic war materials. 
Although it will cost the Government a tidy 
figure and delay the accumulation of military 
reserves, Congress tacked onto the bill a proviso 
that only articles produced from United States 
materials shall be purchased. 

Yet nearly every country in the world—those 
which were our enemies as well as those which 
were allies—owes us money and is owing us 
more all the time. But about the only material 
we will let them sell us freely in return for 
loans is one that is, from the direct military 
point of view, the most useless—gold. The gold 
we take and bury, billion upon billion of dollars’ 
worth, in the Kentucky hills. 

We suggest that the “Buy American” cult ex- 
pand its slogan. Why not, “Buy American— 
and make it impossible for foreign nations to 
pay us back.” Or, “Buy American—Bury Gold!”

Eric Johnston’s Warning 

Elsewhere in the Post-Dispatch today are ex- 
cerpts from a speech by Eric Johnston before 
the International Alliance of Theatrical Stage 
Employes. Mr. Johnston is always worth listen- 
ing to. He represents the best type of American 
business mind. He has vigor, intelligence and 
fairness. He has often told management of its 
faults and, as head of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce, shocked the tired, old con- 
servatives of American business by his progres- 
sive stand toward New Deal policies and toward 
labor unions. 

In the speech from which we quote today, 
Mr. Johnston addresses a stern warning to labor 
that all wise labor leaders must heed. He con- 
demns the jurisdictional strike, which he be- 
lieves has done more to hurt the cause of labor 
than anything else. He condemns make-work 
practices and he calls for elimination of work 
stoppages, slowdowns and strikes. 

Mr, Johnston, pointing out that we live in 
an era of uncertainty and worry, insists that the 
eure for our ills is the stimulation of produc- 
tion. Lest he be suspected ‘of talking the lan- 
guage of management, he cites the herculean 
efforts to speed up production being made by 
the Labor Government of Britain, the pro-labor 
Government of France and the Communist Gov- 
ernment of Russia. 

We think the Johnston article is well worth 
pondering. It recalls the words of Bernard M. 
Baruch, in a letter to Congressman Gore dated 
Oct. 25, 1945: 

We must have full production. Without it 
we cannot keep any semblance of modern 
civilized government. We risk inflation. We 


mute the voice with which we speak for peace 
in this world. With this full production we 
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can escape inflation: Labor and management 
must be made to realize this. Strikes cannot 
continue to interfere with production as they 
do. In our civilization, where people are in- 
duced to buy things and to make them a part 
of their daily lives, a deep obligation rests on 
management and labor to fill those needs. 
For years I have had high hopes of collective 
bargaining and intelligent leadership in man- 
agement and labor to bring about understand- | 
ing without interference of Government. 

Reaction from the war effort has caused 
much of the unrest, but unless strife ceases 
soon, Government must take a hand, and a 
strong one, in the interests of the contestants, 
the public and itself. 

This miracle of American production can 
save the situation now, as it did in the war, 
but it must hurry, hurry, hurry. 

Nearly a year has passed since the country 
was told to “hurry, hurry, hurry” and still, what 
with strikes, the battle over OPA and other con- 
flicts, the country is still far from realizing its 


opportunities, 
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Suggestion to Mr. Truman 

Now that Congress has passed a workable 
atomic energy bill, Mr. Truman is receiving ad- 
vice from members of Congress as to the per- 
sonnel of the five-man commission established 
under the measure. Senator McMahon, who did 
a brilliant job as co-author and driving force, 
says he will urge the President to “pick men 
in whom the whole country will have confi- 
dence.” 

Such a group of men would be the board of 
consultants which drafted, at the behest of the 
Secretary of State, the report on the interna- 
tional control of atomic energy. This document, 
published March 16 last, may easily prove to be 
the most. important state paper of our time, It 
is the basis of the American plan to share atomic 
secrets with the world presented to the UN 
Atomic Energy Commission. 

The five.men who wrote the report are: Da- 
vid E. Lilienthal, chairman of TVA; Chester 
I. Barnard, head of the New Jersey Bell Tele- 
phone Co.; Dr. J. Robert Oppenheimer of the 
California Institute of Technology; Dr. Charles 
A. Thomas of Monsanto Chemical Co., and Har- 
ry A. Winne of General Electric. Three of these 
men represent business, one is a pure scientist 
who played a major role in developing the atomic 
bomb and the fifth is a distinguished public 
servant, 


When these men, with their varying back- 


grounds, met last winter, one of those happy ac- 
cidents occurred for which the Gbuntry must be 
forever thankful. They found they could think 
together and work together. They proved they 
could grasp the most difficult problem of our 
time. It is safe to say, we believe, that any 
final plan for control of atomic energy will have 
to borrow heavily from the basic proposals made 
in the March 16 report. 

If the President should draft these five men 
to administer domestic control of atomic ener- 
gy, he will have fulfilled Senator McMahon’s 
prescription of choosing men who command the 
confidence of the nation. He would be chooég- 
ing men who like each other, understand each 
other and have a scintillating record of perform- 
ance behind them, It would be a board in whom 
the world at large, even the suspicious Russians, 
could have confidence. 

Finally, it would lift from the overburdened 
shoulders of the President a very heavy load, 
for in selecting the five-man board, he cannot 
afford to make a mistake; he cannot afford to 
choose even one man who does not measure up 
fully to the high stature demanded.

Godfrey Tearle’s photograph presents a good 


reason why he may be well cast as Franklin 
Roosevelt in a forthcoming film. His facial re- 
semblance to the late President is striking. 

Another reason is that Mr. Tearle is almost 
unknown in America. He has no built-up per- 
sonality of his own to work against the illusion 
he will seek to create. Lionel Barrymore, who 
was turned down on Roosevelt family objections, 
does have such a personality. So does the pro- 
Roosevelt Raymond Massey, who turned down 
the role. 

It was in large part because he was not well 
known that Alexander Knox was able to do 
something more than a competent job in the 
role of Woodrow Wilson. Being at the time 
relatively unknown had something to do with 
the brilliance of Mr. Massey's own Lincoln. It 
was surely one reason why Vivien Leigh so 
completely satisfied so many different ideas of 
Scarlett O’Hara, and why Greer Garson made 
Mrs. Miniver so charming.

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The Lesson of Gen. Mitchell 


The late Billy Mitchell, fighting prophet, 
whom the Army brass hats disgraced in 1926 
for his criticism of their backwardness in the 
air, and whom Congress now honors with a 
special medal “in recognition of his outstanding 
pioneer service and foresight in the field of 
American military aviation,” deserves that 
medal. But he deserves still more. 

He deserves open-mindedness to new ideas 
on the part of the Army and Navy high com- 
mands, for he fought for it and willingly got 
himself court-martialed to shock the American 
people into consciousness that they were not 
keeping up with the military air age that 
dawned in the First World War. 

There are closed minds in the armed forces 
today, brass hats who feel that their positions 
depend on maintaining things as they are, who 
stiffen defensively at the suggestion of any 
major change. The Navy’s resistance of the uni- 
fication of the armed forces, its stacking of the 
cards in its favor in the Bikini atomic bomb 
tests, are evidences of the official unreasonable- 
ness against which Mitchell fought. 

There are no Billy Mitchells today, Perhaps 
it is too much for a nation to expect to have in 
every generation a man who is eager to be dis- 
honored in his lifetime for the future welfare 
of his country and his own high honor after 
he is dust. It should not be too much to hope 
that the die-hards, the lookers-backward in the 
armed services, might be shamed into a change 
of heart by the memory of Billy Mitchell, of 
how right he was, and by the tribute which his 
country pays to him 10 years after his death.

Between Book Ends 


No Place Like It 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA COUNTRY, by Carey Me- 
Williams. (Duell, Sloan & Pearce, New York} 


This newest volume in the American 
Folkways Series, which Erskine Caldwell 
has been editing, deserves a wide reading 
by those who want to understand one of 
the most fantastic regions of our country. 
Particularly to Midwest readers will the 
book be important, for Missouri, along with 
Illinois and Iowa, has furnished a large 
share of the section's inhabitants. 

Southern California is a region quite dis- 
tinct from the rest of California. Its coastal 
length is about 275 miles, and its depth 
from the mountains to the sea averages 
More 


considerably less than 100 miles, 
than 4,000,000 people reside here, 
a . . 


No doubt the climate of Southern. Cali- 
fornia has had much to do with attracting 
the fanatics and unusual sects which still 
abound in the region. The first quack to 
arrive was William Money, a Scotsman, 
who came in 1841. As a doctor, he boasted 
he had treated 5000 patients, only four of 
whom had died. Typical of many eccen- 
trics to follow him, Money taught his own 
theories of economics and founded a cult, 
Sister Aimee, Mighty I Am, and the hare- 
brained economic leaders of the 1930s are 
given adequate treatment. 

No book on Southern California could 
omit mention of the film industry, but Mc- 
Williams does not overrate its importance 
in a book of this sort. Hollywood exists 
industrially and perhaps socially, though 
not geographically. The term “Hollywood” 
denotes the home of a huge industry which 
in 1939 spent $130,000,000 on salaries and 
wages, 
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The City of Los Angeles is, of course, the 
hub of highly urbanized Southern Califor- 
nia, Sometimes called “a collection of sub- 
urbs in search of a city,” it may be de- 
scribed as “a racial and cultural rec 
tangle: White, Negro, Mexican and Ori- 
ental.” It is estimated that there are 
almost 300,000 persons of Mexican descent 
in the city today, 150,000 Negroes and (be- 
fore the war) 38,000 Japanese. 

The Mexicans suffer most as a minority 
group, and it is difficult to reconcile pres- 
ent treatment of many Mexican problems 
with the reverence shown old Spanish mis- 
sions and place-names. 

Carey McWilliams is not a native of Los 
Angeles. For the first seven years he 
didn’t like the city and he thought long- 
ingly of his native Colorado. Then, after 
a strenuous Hollywood party, he was left 
by a kind friend to spend the night in a 
room at the Biltmore Hotel. Next morn- 
ing, still in evening clothes, and no doubt 
with a terrible hangover, he crossed Per- 
shing Square on the way to his office. In 
the park he stopped to watch an ancient 
blonde dancing gaily around the fountain 
while she lifted her skirts and gave out 
with a gospel hymn. It suddenly occurred 
to him, says the author, “that, in all the 
world, there neither was nor would there 
ever be another place like the City of the 


Angels.”

A Comedy of Manners 


WE HAPPY Faw, | by Helen Howe. (Simon and 


Schuster, New York.) 

Entrenched American aristocracy has 
come in for its share of ribbing at the 
hands of a number of sharp-worded writers 
recently, The neat and ivy-covered com- 
munities of Boston and Cambridge have 
had more than one stone shied at their 
Precious lavender window panes. Miss 
Howe's actors in this amusing and some- 
times bitter comedy of manners may bear 
only surface likeness to the George Apleys 
and to the Cabots of the jingle, but her 
barbs find more than one wincing mark. 

Dorothea Natwick was definitely a nice 
girl. She was nice to look at and had all 
the proper accomplishments of the nice 
girl. She did all the right things, played the 
piano better than most amateurs, and had 
the slightly terrifying ability to manage 
nice young men, 
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The inexorable domination of genera- 
tions of correct ancestors had laid the pat- 
tern for Dorothea’s life, a pattern which 
eventually would include a nice husband, a 
child, a house with some nice old things in 
it, and a nice group which she might man- 
age to her heart’s content. Her chance to 
escape came with Walt Stevens, a Western- 
er with sturdy ideals, who cracked the 
shiny surface of her world with his flat 
accent and his ability to think straight. 
But the ancestors won, and Dorothea mar- 
ried John Calcott who represented tradi- 
tion, money and scholarship, and whose 
life would be spent poking his highly bred 
nose into dusty folios in search of data for 
literary theses. 

Across a serene, well-ordered existence 
a catastrophe like a world war does not 
come with a disturbing roar but with the 
annoying insistence of a swarm of gnats. 
The structure crumbles at the edges, de- 
cay becomes more apparent; yet the struc- 
ture never tumbles completely, 
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Dorothea’s relationship with her husband, 
accepted but never too firmly founded, her 
son, her friends and the little group in 
which she moved, crumbles bit by bit. It 
takes a grimy affair with a man of ordi- 
nary tastes, John’s death and a trip across 
the country in a nightmare of inconven- 
ience to impress upon her that a way of 
life has gone to pieces and that she must 
do something if she would survive, 

In times of stress, traditions seem to be 
first victims and the sneerers are perhaps 
the least anxious to see them go. Miss Howe 
may have written a comedy of manners 
which pokes gentle and at times malicious 
fun at a tradition and a way of life. Yet 
back of the laughter she provokes, one de- 
tects a sad counterpoint which mourns not 
only the prigs who find the meaning of 
life too late, but also the sweet-faced ideal- 
ists who fee) all's right with the world be- 
cause they are a part of it.

SUN YAT-SEN: A PORTRAIT tephen 

Robert Payne, (Asia frente 4 New York} 

In the summer of 1883, in his home vil- 
lage, Sun Yat-sen, later to become the sym- 
bol and leader of the Chinese Revolution, 
expressed himself on the accumulation of 
Emperor worship grown out of the Manchu 
Dynasty by destroying two obscene idols 
in the village temple. 

He shouted to his fellow townsmen: “T 
could forgive you if you offered me a 
single reason to worship this idol! Is 
he strong? Can he protect you? Why do 
you kneel before him and offer incense 
candles when he can not even protect him- 
self—" Sun was to die a professed Chris- 
tian, but that early contempt for all re- 
ligious, moral and economic practices of 
the Manchu dynasty made him the leader 
of China's revolution and the idol of both 
of today's Chinese governments, 
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The authors of “Sun Yat-sen: a Portrait” 
--Stephen Chen of the Chungking Govern 
ment and Robert Payne, author of “For- 
ever China,” tell us that material for a 
longer biography was lost in a Japanese 
bombing of Shanghai and that other mate- 
rial still remains hidden in China, by Dr, 
Sun Fo, the patriarch's only son. They 
regret the haste and brevity of their book. 

The authors indeed have failed to make 
any real critical analysis of Sun's career 
and philosophy. All of Sun’s activities are 
viewed in relation to the highly suspect 
activities of the Government that carried 
on with his name—the Kuomintang of 
Chiang Kai-shek. One specific thing that 
is not covered in any way is the fact that 
Madame (Soong) Sun, who since her hus- 
band’s death has opposed Kuomintang pol- 
icies concerning Red China, the Western 
powers and Japan, has been a virtual pris- 
oner in Chungking. 

. « . 


During the few years In which Sun could 
observe the workings of the Republic he 
had founded, he voiced many complaints 
against the war lords—and today war lords 
dominate the Kuomintang. He pleaded for 
rank-and-file democracy—and today China 
has no valid constitution, has held no elec- 
tions in the 21 years since Sun died. One 
can only be grateful that Dr. Sun died be- 
fore he could see the disgraceful St. Bar- 
tholomew’s day ma e in 1927 when un- 
told hundreds of Chinese workers, who had 
freed Shanghai were slaughtered at 
Chiang’s orders. 

Sun never had illusions. He said once 
of his beloved homeland: “China is a sheet 
of scattering sand.” -That lyric perhaps 
best expresses the magnitude of the task. 
But Sun’s last words were “Peace : . . 
struggle ... save China,” and thus far the 
Kuomintang has given no peace, made no 
struggle for freedom, and Chinese sand is 
still scattered. 

There will be better biographies of Sun 
Yat-sen, for there is little in world history 
that can excite the imagination more than 
the spectacular success of a small group 
of students, one fiery leader, and a gun- 
boat freeing a nation of 400,000,000 people,

Some of the lesser gov.rnmernts 
have not forgotten, even if our 
own Government has, Woodrow 
Wilson's great words: “Every ter- 
ritorial settlement must be in the 
interests of the populations con- 
cerned, and not a part of any 
mere adjustment or compromise of 
claims between rival states.” 

But whatever the results of the 
conference may we the delibera- 
tions of the delegates will through- 
out be overshadowed by Molotov’s 
pronouncement to ‘he German 
people, and by the knowledge of 
the delegates that there exists no 
gemblance of unders:anding be- 
tween the Big Four upon the kind 
of peace to be accorded Germany 
and Austria, for the key to the 
reconstruction of Europe must be 
found in the German and Austrian 
peace settlements. 

Pre-Victory Accord Lacking. 

The inability of the Big Four, 
14 months after the end of the 
war, to reach any agreement upon 
the foundation essential to any 
Euro-ean peace emphasizes more 

ly than ever before the grav- 
ity of the failure of the United 
States to secure ~efore the vic- 
tory was won a firm accord be- 
tween the major allies covering 
the long-range policy to be pur- 
sued toward the defeated Ger- 
many. 

Every month which has passed 
since V-E Day has made it more 
unlikely that this Government can 
still obtain a peace with Germany 
which will spell safety for the 
American people, and which will 
mot prove to be, as the peace 
with Italy now drafted, a hodge- 
podge of fatal compromises and 
of a total disregard for the prin- 
ciples of the Atlantic Charter to 
which the Big Four are solemnly 


now told the 
world what the Soviet Government 
wants in Germany. His state- 
ment, together with its interpre- 
tation by the official press of 
Moscow, has proved more reveal- 
ing than anything which has been 
vouchsafed to us from Moscow 
for a long time past. 

Cynicism of Russian Policy. 

None of the Western democra- 
cies will take issue with Molo- 
tov’s renewed declaration that the 
German war machine and the Nazi 

must be erased, With his 
insistence upon the “democratiza- 
tion” of the German people, there 
would also be no quarrel if he 
meant by that term what the de- 
mocracies mean. But in the rest 
of his statement, the fantastic 
eynicism of Russian policy may 
be seen at its most glaring ex- 
treme.

Molotov Turns Back on France. 

Molotov has turned his back on 
France. He has rejected France's 
demand for that indispensable

BUCHAREST, July 27 (AP). 
LTHOUGH the date for the 
Romanian elections has not 
been set, electioneering fever 
already is sweeping the country. 
The vernment got off to a fly- 
ing start with communications, 
press and radio at its disposal. 
Both government members and 
opposition leaders are eager to 
have foreign correspondents with 
them on their campaign tours, but 
neither group likes to have cor- 
respondents traveling with the 
other party, Correspondents ac- 
companying government members 
immediately are branded as 
“Reds,” and those with the op- 
position may face what befell 
Reuben H. Markham, correspon- 
dent of the Christian Science 
Monitor, who was expelled. 

The Government now is dis 


tributing property deeds to new 
land owners created in last year’s 
land reform program which 
amounted to confiscation of agrar- 
ian estates of more than 250 acres. 
(The word “confiscate” then was 
rarely used, but today the term 
often appears in official speeches). 
Government members are making 
official and solemn distribution of 
the titles, and with each deed goes 
an election speech, 

Saving of these deeds for stra- 
tegic distribution just before the 
elections may give the Govern- 
ment another advantage, particu- 
larly in the light of opposition 
charges that the Government had 
hoodwinked the peasants and 
never would give them titles to 
their lands. 


Teohari (Teo) Georgescu, Com- 


recently distributed property deeds 
to 21,000 peasants at Contesti in 
the rich Dambovita district. The 
wheat harvest was being brought 
in as we correspondents with the 
official party sped over sun- 
bathed dusty roads to the assem- 
bly spot 46 kilometers northwest 
of Bucharest.

GRIM and ugly power political contest between Britain and 
Russia is in progress throughout the whole Middle East. It is 
a contest of the most unappetizing sort, in which the corruption 


of local officials, the real aspirations of the people, and the abiding 


threat of superior force are the 

rarely break through into the hea 
decisive meaning for this country 
Russians. 

The focus of the struggle is 
largely in Iran, although it is by 
no means confined to that country. 
The Russians are of course on the 


offensive, and fhe technique which 
they are using typifies the meth- 
ods of the new Soviet imperialism. 
The major Russian weapon is now 
the Tudeh party in Iran, and its 
equivalent in Iraq. The Russians 
have discarded the autonomous 
movement in Azerbaijan, which 
has served its purpose of provid- 
ing a beachhead into Iran and the 
Middle East. 

That beachhead has. now been 
consolidated. The Russians con- 
trol the secret police absolutely, 
and Russian soldiers in uniform 
run the railways, but the autono- 
mous movement tended to insulate 
Azerbaijan from the rest of Iran. 
The Russian consul in Tabriz has 
therefore {informed its leaders that 
their movement is no longer use- 
ful. It has impeded the larger 
Russian design for gaining con- 
trol throughout the area. 

Importance of Tudeh Party. 

The Tudeh party is the major 
instrument for accomplishing this 
larger end. The conclusion that 
the party is very closely controlled 
by the Russians is based on much 
evidence, but one of the most in- 
teresting indications was the aft- 
ermath of a confidential conversa- 
tion recently held between Ameri- 
can Ambassador George Allen and 
several Tudeh leaders, 

Allen asked the Tudeh men 
whether their party was oriented 
in the direction of any particular 
foreign power. The Tudeh leaders 
replied bluntly that they preferred 
Russia, and suspected the capital- 
ist intentions of America. 

Allen then pointed out that the 
United States had done everything 
possible to protect the independ- 
ence of Iran before the Security 
Council. ‘ 

A few days later Pravda printe 
a garbled version of this conver- 
sation, combined with a personal 
attack on Allen, charging that he 
had boasted that the Americans 
had kicked the Russians out of 
Azerbaijan. The Tudeh leaders 
had, of course, immediately com- 
municated their version of the 
conversation to their Russian 
masters. 

Oil Strikes as Weapons. 

The Tudeh-led strike against 
the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co, was the 
first overt R ssian attack with 
their new weepon. It received at- 
tention in the press, but there was 
no mention of the strike which 
took place simultaneously in 
Kirkuk, the great British oil cen- 
ter in Iraq. This was led by an 
Iraq equivalent. of the Tudeh, 
which had been quietly organized 
with Russian backing over a 


weapons. Although its symptoms

The political nature of the strike 
was revealed when the company

The extent of Tudeh control in 
Southern’ Iran before the strikes 
was not generally realized. The 
local Iranian police had been re- 
duced to quivering paralysis and 
the party had taken over, setting 
up courts and assessing fines, 

Russia Offers Arms. 

The Russian finger in the pie {s 
highlighted by intelligence reports 
that at Apwaz, on the eve of the 
strike, the Russian Consul offered 
to supply the strikers with more 
arms, if that should be necessary. 


Yet the maneuver did not suc- 
ceed, The British struck back 
with more force than had prob- 
ably been anticipated in Moscow. 
The British Ambassador informed 
the Iranian. Premier, Qavam, in 
no uncertain terms, that the Tu- 
deh was a Russian instrument, 
and that if the situation continued 
civil war and the partition of 
Iran on the pattern of Azerbaijan 
would surely result. Through the 
dubious Prince Firouz, acting on 
Qavam's instructions, a compro- 
mise of sorts was arrived at, and 
an explosive calm now reigns over 
Southern Iran. 

Qavam himself {is one key to 
the situation. Although sick and 
over 70 years old, he has demon- 
strated a startling energy. He 
has organized his own Democrat- 
ic party, on the gurface at least 
as far to the left as the Tudeh. 

Stakes in Contest. : 

The question which no one can 
yet answer is whether this party 
is actually designed to play the 
Moscow game, or whether it is 
designed to steal the Tudeh 
party’s thunder, and slowly to sap 
its strength, to the end that Qav- 
am may be able to establish an 
independent leftist government 
free from domination from any 
quarter. 

The stakes in the game are very 
high. If the British ‘ose they 
might well become a second or 
even third class power, econom- 
ically dependent on the reluctant 
bounty of the United States. The 
whole great power relationship 
would have been drastically al- 
tered in favor of Soviet Russia. 
In the process of what Secretary 
of State Byrnes calls “unilateral 
nibbling away at the status quo,” 
Russia would have bitten off a 
very juicy morsel indeed:

Peace Pledge 
Is Big Pawn in 
Chinese Politics 


Violent Side Also Im- 
portant but States- 
manship Is Greater 
Factor.

EN Gen. Marshall first went 
Wy out to China as President 
Truman’s personal representa- 
tive, many people thought of his 
assignment as if he were in charge 
of a riot squad to break up a 
disturbance of the peace, The hope 
was quite freely expressed that 
he would take all Chinese of dif- 
fering political views, knock their 
heads together and make them 
see sense. 

It should be obvious by now 
that Chinese politics, though vio- 
lent, is not merely a rowdy con- 
flict between rival gangs. Chinese 
politics has an extremely wide 
range. The men employed include, 
on the Kuomintang side, not only 
Sun Yat-sen nationalists but men 
who got their early training as 
city gangsters. They are matched, 
on the Communist side, by men 
who were once bandits, In rural 
China, today, as in medieval 
Europe, there is a flourishing tra- 
dition of a kind of banditry that 
is half robbery, half rebellion 
against landlords who collect the 
rent with a club and tax-gathers 
who collect whatever they can 
with arms in their hands, 

This violent side of Chinese poll- 
tics is important, but its import- 
ance should not be exaggerated, It 
is a tragic inheritance from the 
past, which draws fresh vigor 
from the aftermath of war, 

Much more important, though 
not so obvious to American and 
European eyes, is the factor of 
statesmanship, The aim of the 
political statesman in China to- 
day, whatever his party, is to win 
more and more support, if he 
possibly can, from the consent of 
the governed, 

In view of the flow of sensa- 
tional news from China about ne- 
gotiations breaking down and 
armed forces maneuvering to get 
the jump on each other, this state- 
ment may sound unconvincing, 
but it is true. 

War - weariness pervades al! 
China, Millions and millions of 
people do not know exactly what 
is the peaceful way out, but want 
a peaceful way out more than 
they want anything else. There- 
fore the political leader who wants 
to increase his following must do 
his best to build up the hope that 
more people follow him and 
there wili be less 


support him, 
fighting. 

No leader can promise a solu- 
tion that is absolutely free of 
fighting, because—and this is an- 
other tragic truth—the Chinese 
environment of the iast quarter 
of a century has bred thousands 
and thousands of: trigger-happy 
extremists. Consequently even the 
most statesmanlike politician, who 
wants to promise as much peace 
as he can, must-also retain as 
much armed force ~s he can, 

An all-out civil war, made more 
merciless by foreign intervention, 
is still a grim possibility, if it has 
1.0t already begun. The political 
leader who wants to come out on 
top must therefore try to work 
out the best way of getting around 
a very sharp corner. He must try 
to convince people that if they 
follow him there will be less fight- 
ing, but he must also convince 
people that if they try to get rid 
of him by force, there will be a 
terrible slaughter. 

It is within this framework that 
we must try to analyze the rela- 
«-nship between Gen. Marshall 
and the Chinese Communists. The 
general relationship between 
American policy and Chinese poll- 


tics is unmistakable, Washington 


subject to correction, 


I am thinking about American | 
military policy, postwar, as seen 
from the Russian viewpoint. I am 
not going to Russia, but I shall 
see a good many Russians and I 
shall talk with a great many 
people who have various Russian 
contacts and angles of vision on 
Russian affairs. This is how it 
looks from here—and now! 

The central pivot of Russian 
consideration of American military 
policy is the atomic bomb. It. is 
the weapon which provides us with 
a military balance against the 
Russian army's pre-eminence, on 
the ground, in the European con- 
tinent. The Russians think that 
we understand this very clearly, 
and they cannot quite bring them- 
selves to believe that we are sin- 
cere in our offers to give up the 
exclusive possession of such a 
dominant weapon, to exchange a 
position of such advantage for one 
in which the basic element of the 
weapon would be controlled by an 
international authority. 

This is possibly one reason why 
the Russian proposal to. the 
Atomic Committee of the United 
Nations began with the demand 
that all atomic weapons be out- 
lawed, and all existing ones—that 
is, ours—be destroyed within 
three months after ratification of 
the agreement to outlaw them. 

From the Russian viewpoint, 
this might well be a test proposal. 
If the Americans agree to it, the 
Russian high brass may have re- 
flected, they (the Americans) will 
certainly be madder than we, (the 
Russians) think they are; they 
will in fact have proved that they 
are mad enough to give up the 
one weapon they possess which 
we must seriously consider. It is 
important for us to know, the 
Russian thought mav have run, 
just how mad the Americans really 
are. 

The Russians were surprised 
and gratified by the rapid de- 
mobilization of the American army 
after V-J day. They had some dim 
idea that the American Army— 
whose battle accomplishments they 
highly respected, though this re- 
spect did not wholly find expres- 
sion in Russia’s controlled press 
—would remain in Europe in con- 
siderable strength for some time 
to come. Its swift dissolution 
left the Red Army very definitely 
top dog in Europe and capable of 
a most of that conti- 
nent, 


The.superior air power of Ameri- 
ca and Britain, the Russians could 
take in their stride, or so they 
thought; but the coming of the 
atomic bomb into the picture 
pulled them up short. 

The Russians, an intensely 
home-bound people, could never 
bring themselves to regard it as 
a fair exchange if they were to 
seize even the whole of continental 
Europe, but meanwhile suffered 
the extinction of their own indus- 
trial cities. 

Nor do they have any illusions 
that they could, under present con- 
ditions, prevent this by over- 
running the base areas from which 
British and American aircraft 
could effectively operate. 

The Russians are not good at 
amphibious operations, and they - 
have neither the shipping nor the 
air support necessary for an in- 
vasion of Great Britain. Probably ~ 
they could not even get into Scan- 
dinavia against Anglo-American © 
air and sea barriers in the Danish — 
straits. Hence there would be 
plenty of convenient base positions 
for air operations against their 
major centers and their lines of 
communication. 

I should not like to give the im- 
pression that I think the Russians . 
are planning any such move as a 
march to the Rhine, or to the - 
Atlantic. It is, however, cer® 
tainly true that calculations of 
power do lie behind calculations 
of policy. It is a comfortable posi- 
tion for the statesman when his 
military advisers tell him, “If they 
don’t give you what you want, we 
can take it for you without any 
trouble at all,” but it is much less 
comfortable when they tell him 
“Bluff them out if you can, but - 
don’t carry the bluff too far be- ~ 
cause we can’t back it up i¢ it 
comes to fighting.” 

The comfortable statesman may 
have no intention of using force, 
but it is nice to know that he does 
have sufficient force to gain his 
end if he wants to use it. The 
thing is that the other fellow 
knows the military balance, too, ~ 
and cannot be sure that force will 
not be used. "3 

The Russians have no intention 
at present of starting any wars. 
They do not think that we have, 
but it makes them unhappy to re- 
flect that if a war did start, say 
from spontaneous combustion, it 
is ten to one that they would be 
on the losing end. -

Analysis of ispatches from 
China shows that Gen. Marshall 
ceals with the Communist leaders 
as responsible men and men of 
integrity, not as famatics with 
knives in their teeth and bombs 
in their hands, It is obvious that 
a majority of American correspon- 
dents in China are convinced of 
obstinacy, but not of skullduggery, 
or. the Communist side, at the 
same time that an increasing 
number of stories reveal skull- 
duggery on the Kuomintang side. 


In view of all this, what are we 
to make of the all-out Chinese 
Communist campaign to get Amer- 
ican marines and troops with- 
drawn from China, and the accu- 
sation that America is following 
a double policy and, in the long 
run, an imperialist policy? This 
line is an extremist line, if there 
ever was one. Why should the 
Chinese Communicts resort to 
such a line at a moment when 
they were negotiating with Gen. 
Marshall on a footing of mutual 
respect and on the whole success- 
fully? 

The answer is one of the para- 
doxes typical of China’s politics 
today. It goes back to one of 
the factors which I mentioned 
earlier—the need, which all Chi- 
nese leaders feel, to convince peo- 
ple that their policy will lead to 
a solution with the least fighting.

Jurisdictional Strikes. 

They are not going to be your 
friends if you persist, for example, 
in jurisdictional strikes. I know of 
nothing which outrages the Ameri- 
can people more than a strike 
because two unions can’t agree on 
who should do what work and who 
should collect dues from whom. 

The jurisdictional strike has 
done more to hurt the cause of 
labor than any other single thing. 
It cannot be defended on any 
grounds at all. It is without justi- 
fication. It is immoral. It is as un- 
justifiable as a political strike and 
@imost worse because it happens 
oftener. 

Public conscience has outlawed 
unfair methods of competition 
whereby one business concern tries 
to put another out of business. 
Public conscience is no less de 
termined to outlaw the jurisdic- 
tional strike.

Paradox in Russia. 

Look at Russia. Here is the 
greatest paradox of all times. 
Communist Russia is. employing 
capitalistic techniques in an all- 
out drive for production. Here in 
capitalistic America some of us 
seem to be determined to scrap 
these various production methods. 

Russia has recognized the values 
of incentives to production. She 
has gone to extremes with them. 
She has adopted a widespread use 
of. incentives, but she has tacked 
on a pacemaker program. 

That is too much and that is 
going too far. That burns men out. 
We don’t want that here, but it 
proves a point: While here in 
capitalistic America incentives to 
production are widely opposed by 
labor, Communistic Russia is us- 
ing them to boost production. 

Now am I talking like an in- 
dustrialist? If you still think so, 
let me quote this: “Increased ef- 
ficiency is the way to higher 
wages, lower prices for the con- 
sumer, a better market for your 
product and a more secure job for 
you. Increased efficiency does not 
mean speed up when accomplished 
through union management co- 
operation.” . 

I didn't make that up. That {s 
not management talking to labor, 
either. I quote that directly from 
Labor’s Monthly Review, an ex- 
cellent publication of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. 


“The Great Challenge.” 


IT think it all adds up to this: 
Let us pull together to increase 
production, That means the elimi- 
nation of make-work practices, 
that means the elimination of 
feather-bedding; that means the 
elimination of work stoppages, 
slowdowns and the elimination of 
strikes. 

I think this is the great chal- 
lenge to free labor and free man- 
agement today: The whole world 
is breaking its neck trying to 
emulate American production 
methods, and we are breaking our 
necks to run away from them. 

If we are going to continue to 
furnish leadership to the world, 
we can’t afford to abandon the 
doctrine of production and swing 
to the snare of the philosophy of 
scarcity when all the rest of the 
world is running counter-fashion. 

The doctrine of production must 
be made completely popular, It 
must become the style. 

The doctrine of arbitration — 
give and take — must be accepted 
as the natural, normal thing to 
do. It nrust become the style. 

These two things lead to secur- 
ity; they lead to higher living 
standards; they lead to higher 
moral standards. These things 
spell Utopia as you and I conceive 
Utopia to be. 

You want security? I’m for that. 
You want higher living standards? 
I’m for that. Yoy want a strike- 
less industry and steady employ- 
ment? I’m for that. You want to 
feel that you belong to this in-

CLOSE MONTANA 
RACE FOR SENATE

HELENA, Mont., July 27—Re- 
publicans gre preparing to make 
a strenuous fight to capture the 
seat as United States Senator 
from Montana, which Burton K. 
Wheeler (Dem.) held for 24 years 
and lost in the recent primary. 

Currently, with the campaign 
for the November election just be- 
ginning to take shape, both Demo- 
crats and Republicans agree gen- 
erally that the race will be close, 
The Democratic nominee, Leif 
Erickson, New Dealer, supporter 
of the Missouri Valley Authority 
and former Montana Supreme 
Court Judge, appears to have a 
small political advantage at pres- 
ent. | 


In more than half a century of 
statehood, Montana has had only 
five Republican Senators. The 
last one, Joseph M, Dixon, served 
from 1907 to 1913. 

Senator Wheeler, whose defeat 
was ascribed largely to his isola- 
tionism and his opposition on oc- 
casion to the late President 
Roosevelt, has been toying with 
the idea of filing for the election 
as an independent. Much of his 
support in the past has come from 
Republicans. He told the Post- 
Dispatch at Washington Friday 
that he had no present intention 
of running, but would not make a 
final decision unit] he returns to 
Montana next week. 


- He Is Not Expected to Run. 


The general expectation of all 
factions is that Wheeler will not 
run. One of his closest political 
advisers told the correspondent 
that he had advised Wheeler not 
to attempt a campaign as an in- 
dependent, being convinced that 
he could not win. Circumstances 
indicate that entry of Wheeler as 
a third candidate would tend to 
assure victory for Erickson, as 
Wheeler: almost. certainly would 
cut more heavily into the support 
of the Republican nominee, Zales 
N. Ecton, than into Erickson’s. 

One ardent Erickson backer 
said: “If I avere a praying man, 
I'd pray for’Wheeler to run; that 
would make things a lot easier 
for Erickson.” 

It is apparent that the issue be- 
ween Ex ‘and. Erickson will be 
conservatism vs, liberalism, in a 
Way more pronounced than ordi- 
nary party division. The Repub- 
licans will stress the fact that 
Brickson had the approval of the 
PAC, nationally, although there is 
no PAC organization within Mon- 
tana, and that such liberal groups 
as the CIO and the MVA propo- 
nents are for Erickson. They will

Ecton, now a state Senator and 
@ rancher at the small town of 
Manhattan, is not known through- 
out the state, in contrast with the 
wide acquaintanceship built up by 
Erickson in three campaigns. The 
Erickson backers say that Ecton 
is connected with a ranching cor- 
poration and probably they will 
rub this in to alienate the many 
small farmers and ranchers. Re- 
publicans are counting on empha:+ 
sizing that Ecton was a World Wa 
I veteran whereas Erickson, who 
will be 40 years old Monday, has 
no war record. As a judge, Erick- 
son was not subject to the draft, 
and later, he says, he was turned 
down by both Army and Navy.

While Wheeler’s defeat in the 
primary was a notable upset, the 
consensus is that it represented 
votes against Wheeler rather than 
for Erickson. In 1944 President 
Roosevelt carried Montana over 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey (Rep.), 
112,000 to 93,000, while Gov. Sam 
C. Ford (Rep.) was re-elected over 
Erickson, the Democratic guberna- 
torial nominee, 116,000 to 89,000. 
In contrast, in 1940, Roosevelt 
beat Wendell L. Willkie, 145,000 to 
99,000, while Ford defeated a 
Democratic opponent by a plural- 
ity of only 5000 and Wheeler had 
the xecord plurality of 103,000 
over a Republican opponent. 

However, Montana has had few 
Republican Governors, Ford being 
the only one ever re-elected. State 
offices at present are about evenly 
divided between the two parties. 
Prior to Dixon, the only Repub- 
lican Senators were in the first 
two decades of statehood, chiefly 
in the 90s. Dixon defeated Wheeler 
for Governor in 1920. The last pri- 
mary campaign demonstrated a 
strong continuing interest in the 
New Deal.

J, RUBBER PROSPECT 
UP IN SOUTH AMER 


Botanist Says Research May 
Make Supply Sufficient 
to Meet Needs. 


Russell Seibert, a botanist at- 
tached to the staff of the Mis- 
souri Botanical Gardens, told the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday that ef- 
forts on the part of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
to make the rubber supply from 
South America sufficient for the 
needs of this country are show- 
ing signs of success. 


When the Japanese cut off the 
rubber supply in the Far East in 
1940, the United States set up the 
Office of Rubber Plant Investiga- 
tion to conduct research work in 
South American rubber tree areas 
in an effort to ultimately increase 
hemispheric production of natural 
rubber, Seibert said. 

The research work showed that 
the greatest obstacle in obtaining 
an ample supply of rubber from 
South American sources was the 
prevalence of a fungus growth at- 
tacking rubbér trees there. The 
fungus, called’ the “South Ameri- 
can tree bight,” generally § at- 
tacked the rubber trees when the 
leaves first began to form, and 
in a matter of a few weeks killed 
the tree,*he said. 

Although constant spraying by 
chemicals could arrest the devel- 
opment of the fungus in a nursery, 
the method is not practical in the 
tropical jungles, Seibert said. In- 
stead it was found that the most 
workable solution was to cut 
branches from healthy, fungus re- 
sistant trees, and ship them back 
to be grafted. The effect of the 
Government efforts will not be 
felt for some time, he said, be- 
cause a rubber tree cannot be 
tapped profitably during the first 
six years. 

Seibert and his wife, Isabelle 
Pring Seibert, returned to St. 
Louis Friday by plane after nearly 
four year of research work in the 
tropical jungles. Mrs. Seibert is 
the daughter of George H. Pring, 
superintendent of the Missouri 
Botanical Gardens.

600,000 COVERED BY STATE 
COMPENSATION LAW IN 1946 


More than 600,000 persons were 
covered under the Missouri com- 
pensation law during the first 
three months of the current year, 
it was reported by the Division of 
Employment Security at Jefferson 
City yesterday. They e®arned ap- 
proximately $350,000,000 in that 
period, a decrease of $11,000,000 
from the last quarters of 1945, re- 
flecting a drop also in employ- 
ment. 

In 1945, a monthly average of 
almost 700,000 workers were em- 
ployed in the state, the division 
reported. The year before the 
monthly average was 720,000 em- 
ployed.

Open House Set for Thursday at Scott 
Field in Observance of Army 
Air Forces Day.

LIGHT demonstrations by at 
fF least nine types of Army 

planes,, including P-80 Shoot- 
ing Stars and B-29 Superfortresses, 
will be given next Thursday in an 
open house ‘at Scott Field in con- 
nection with the second annual 
observance of Army Air Forces 
day. 

The base is one of the four in 
the nation selected by the Army 
for major shows in connection 
with the observance, It will. be 
the assembly point for a group of 
about 60 planes which will stage 
an aerial parade during the morn- 
ing. 

They will include B-25 twin en- 
gine, and the four-engine B-29 
bombers; C-46 Commando cargo 
planes; P-51 Mustang and P-80 jet- 
propelled fighters, and A-26 attack 
planes. 

‘Taking Off at 10 A.M. 


The group will take off from 
Scott Field at 10 o’clock, circle 
Belleville and the St. Louis area, 
and then fly to Chicago, Milwau- 
kee, Detroit, Toledo, Cleveland and 
Dayton. The home base of the 
planes are at various points in the 
Midwest and West. 

Among the highlights of the 
afternoon show will be a series of 
acrobatics by a P-80, starting at 
2:30 o'clock, and a jump by at 
least 15 paratroopers between 3 
and 4 o’clock, 

Other features include a forma- 
tion flight by a group of B-25 
bombers and P-47 Thunderbolt 
fighters which will be flown by 
Negro pilots, The planes will land 
at Scott Field during the after- 
noon, and take off after refueling. 


Approximately 150 planes will 
be in the air at various times, 
including, in addition to those 
already listed, C-47 cargo planes 
and AT-6 advanced trainers based 
at the field. Enlisted personnel at 
the base who are members of a 
model airplane club there will 
give controlled flight demonstra- 
tions of the miniature craft at 1 
o’clock. 

Retreat Parade by 12,000. 

A retreat parade, in which 
12,000 officers and enlisted men 
will participate, will conclude the 
day’s ceremonies, It will start at 4 
o’clock, passing a reviewing stand 
on the flight line. 

Preparations are being made 
for a crowd of about 50,000 vis- 
itors. In addition to the flight 
program, they will be permitted 


to view an exhibit of the major 
types of equipment used by the 
air forces, in the main hangar at 
the field, Captured German and 
Japanese planes will be on dis- 
play, among them an ME-262 jet- 
propelled German fighter.

CARTOONS SATIRIZING 
GITY FEATURE SnilW 


Joseph Keppler’s Work of 80 
Years Ago Holds Prophecy 
' for §t. Louis. 


Cartoons by Joseph Keppler 
lampooning St. Louis 80 years ago 
are attracting unusual interest at 
the current Jefferson Memorial 
exhibition of sketches and prints 
of the city as it was from 1840 
to 1880. The show, which will close 
Aug. 15, includes 66 pictures by 12 
nineteenth century artists and 10 
sketches of old St. Louis buildings 
by Roscoe Misselhorn, contempo- 
abd commercial artist of Sparta, 

Keppler’s lively imagination 
combined the ingenuity of Rube 
Goldberg with the savage indig- 
nation and vurgarity of Jonathan 
Swift. “The Future” showg &t. 
Louis as the artist satirically pro- 
phesied it would be if the 1869 


unchecked, 

prance up and down the atreet, 
belching smoke from a 
where the head should be and 
erupting exhaust fumes where the 
tail should be. Decrepit buildings, 
supported by huge, crude wooden 
buttresses, line the street. A bux- 
om woman in high heels trips un- 
certainly among the cobblestones. 
Overhead another woman propels 
a balloon by working paddlewheels 
with her feet, 

for St, Louis.” 

“A Picnic Near St, Louis,” shows 
hogs raiding well-stocked Junch 
baskets, In sweltering heat, St. 
Louisans of porcine proportions 
tormented by their children, lug 
more ljaden baskets te the scene. 

Keppler’s contrived, German 
mockery sometimes mellows into 
the mere prankishness of the 
Katzenjammer Kids, A horse pur- 
suing a bale of hay held con- 
stantly in front of its nose pulls 
a street car in one sketch, In 
another, women’s skirts are blown 
into revealing disarray despite 
their efforts to hold them in place. 

The artist, born in Vienna, 
started three unsuccessful maga- 
zines in St. Louis in about as 
many years, He left for New York 
in the 1870s, There his work be- 
came famous in his own maga- 
zine, Puck, and in newspapers. 

Other early St. Louisans repre- 
sented in e collection include 
Edward Robyn, John Casper Wild, 
Henry Lewis, George Wool, Dr. 
Gustav Baumgarten, Theodore 
Schrader, Edward and Julius Hu- 
tawa, Paulus Roetter and Alex- 
ander McLean. 


Attempt at Realism. 

Iike the artists who painted 
before invention of the camera, 
Roscoe Misselhorn of Sparta, II1., 
attempts photographic realism, 
and that without interpretation 
through shading or selection of 
point of view, His pencil sketches 
show excellent treatment of light, 
hey in “Sunshine on Cedar 
Street.” m general draftsman- 
ship and perspective, the pictures 
seem to approach perfection, But 
he sketches a slum, an aristo- 
cratic old residence. or Christ 
Church Cathedral with no discern- 
ible change of feeling or inten- 
tion. 

These accurate representations 
of St. Louis scenes were turned 
out at the suggestion of Charles 
van Ravenswaay, director of the 
Missouri Historical Society, which 
is sponsoring the exhibition, When 
one considers the pu e of the 
drawings—to record the appear-

Corno di Bassetto 


The Younger Days 
Of Bernard Shaw

LONDON, July 27 
ORNO DI BASSETTO was 90 years old Friday. Even 
people who have never heard of the name joined in the cele- 
bration, for Corno di Basgetto was a pseudonym adopted in 
1888 by a young London music critic named George Bernard 
Shaw, who wanted an im- 
pressive name to sign to his 
articles but had none of his 
own worth using. So secure 
‘is “Shaw's fame at 90 that 
there is a tendency to forget 
his younger days, when what 
little public notice he re- 
ceived was as a street-corner 
orator, and his literary pro- 
ductions, including five nov- 
els, were turned down by 
publishers almost as fast as 
he could write them. Shaw’s 
total literary earnings for a 
decade amounted to £6, and 
he was well into his thirties 
before he landed a decent 
job. In his own words, his 
first nine years in London 
(he had come there from 
Dublin in 1876) were ones of 
“shabby genteel destitution.” 
AS HE LOOKED AT THE TURN He was rescued from this 
OF THE CENTURY. condition by William Archer, 
the drama critic who noticed the young Irishman sitting day 
after day in the British Museum reading room, poring over 
Marx's “Capital” and an orchestral score of Wagner’s “Tristan 
und Isolde,” which were spread out side by side on the desk in 
front of him. Archer got Shaw a job as art critic on a weekly 
paper and also farmed out some book reviewing to him. This 
went on for four years, when an offer of a much better job 
came along. T. P. O’Connor had founded a new Liberal news- 
paper, “The Star,” and Shaw was offered a post as political 
writer.

Shaw had previously been forced to confine his 
political views to meetings of the Fabian Society (a 
Socialist group) and an occasional street-corner gather- 
ing. Now a full-fledged member of the press, he saw 
an opportunity to prociaim his opinions through a more 
permanent medium. His articles, naturally, shocked the 
editor, whe thought he was running a Liberal not a 
Radical paper. Matters came to a head one day when 
an important Member of Parliament stormed into the 
office to protest about an article of Shaw's which he 
considered insulting. An editorial conference was hast- 
fly called at which it was decided that both Shaw and 
“The Star” would benefit if he transferred his undoubt- 
ed talents to the music critic’s department, .

@ SHAW SOON PROVED IT was just as easy to create a 
sensation as a music critic as anything else, He adopted the 
weird pseudonym Corno di Bassetto (not a titled foreigner but 
@ basset horn), though he later switched to G. B. 8., and turned 
out a series of outrageously impudent reviews that both shocked 
and amused the musical public. Furthermore, he continued his 
street oratory, which began to attract larger crowds as he be- 
came better known as a political agitator and leading member 
of the Fabian Society. With his red beard and sharp tongue, 
he became noted as a speaker everywhere from Limehouse to 
the British Association. He delivered a harangue every Sunday 
night and on weekdays, too, when the occasion demanded. “It 
is not my custom to confine my critical opinions to the columns 
of the press,” Corno di Bassetto informed the startled musical 
public in one of his first columns, “In my public place I am 
ever ready to address my fellow citizens orally. until the police 
interfere.” Nor did Shaw let his musical duties detain him. 
Upon missing the opening of the London Symphony season, he 
_ gpologized to his readers: “By ill-luck I was performing in 
public myself on the night of Mr. Henschel’s first London Sym- 
phony Concert of the year; and as he did not come to hear me, 
. I do not think he can reasonably complain of my not having 
been to hear him.” ; 
x * * 

After five years Shaw realized he was pretty much 
written out as a music critic, so he shifted his critical 
attentions to the stage. His weekly pieces for “The 
Saturday Review” soon had the theatrical world as 
intrigued as the musical public had been. This time 
Shaw’s mission was to educate the British to Ibsen, just 
as he had educated them to Wagner. He made speeches 
about Ibsen and wrote articles on Ibsen. He abused 
theatrical managers for not producing Ibsen’s plays. 
Ibsen was the head of the dramatic art, he loftily pro- 
claimed, and though theatrical managers could, and very 
often did, get along without a head, dramatic art 
couldn't.

@ PERHAPS IT WAS THE POOR QUALITY of many of the 
plays he had to review that made Shaw concentrate on play- 
writing. His “Widowers’ Houses” was produced while he still 
was a music critic, but it was not until 1904 or so.that “John 
Bull’s Other Island,” “Man and Superman” and a few others 
began to bring Shaw some real fame. Right up to the time that 
he became a well established literary lion, G. B. S. kept on hurl- 
ing his critical shafts as a journalist and agitating on street 
corners. In 1898 his heath caved in, he foreswore street oratory, 
married an heiress and settled down to become a man of affairs 
and a sage—all at the age of 42. Since G. B. 8. has put nearly 


another half-century behind him, and, like an earlier prophet, 


his eye is not dim nor his force abated. He still is about “recon- 
structing society in accordance with the highest moral possibili- 
ties,” as the Fabian Society's prospectus put it in 1883. His 
stature as'a man of the theater is unquestioned. And as for 
music, his first conquest and first love, G. B. 8. still keeps a 
shrewd eye on England's concerts and operas, even though he 
doesn't thrash them regularly, as Corno di Bassetto once did. 
At 90, one wishes him many more musical seasons—as many as . 


he wants at any rate.

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As a Youth, He Was the Village Bad Boy-—-As Fuehrer, 
He Became a Dictator Whose Arrogance Exceeded 


That of Junkers Who Once Thought He Was Their Tool

NEW YORK, July 27. 
DOLF HITLER was a man 
who melted in the presence of 
children, yet coldly counte- 
nanced the mass murder of mil- 
lions of human beings — among 
them countless children. 
From 1942, when the war began 
going bad for him, until 1944, he 


was artificially stimulated almost 


perpetually: with eo. and 
atropine. Only through drugs 
could he overcome the affliction 
of insomnia. 

During those years he lived in 
a constant state of jittery exalta- 
tion. Then, late in 1944, he broke 
and began privately predicting his 
death wit two or three years 
but, until a few months before 
his end, he expected victory and 
a continuation of his policies by 
those who remained near him, 

These and many other views of 
the fantastic man who plunged 
the world into physical and moral 
chaos are contained in a reveal- 
ing official dossier which has 
reached New York from Nuern- 
berg, where Hitler’s surviving in- 
timates have been questioned for 
months by army intelligence of- 
ficers, 

This former choir boy never did 
understand why the Catholic and 
Protestant churches of Germany 
refused always to indorse him and 
his alms, He was in Many ways 
one of religion’s worst scourges, 
yet perversely ktpt up his personal 
church dues until almost the end 
of his life, He indorsed, too, the 
traditional payment of 30 million 
marks to German churches an- 
nually as a gift from his govern- 
ment, 

Hitler denounced many Chris- 
and considered 
Christ an aryan because he was 
born a Galilean, Prof. Dr. Von 
Hasselbach, who knew him well, 
reports that Hitler “once partici- 
pated in the Oberammergau fes- 
tivals because he felt this play 
an unintended and therefore 
eopathalty effective anti-Semitic 
demonstration.” . 

Hitler always prided himself on 


his judgment of human nature. ; 


The men who knew him best have 
told American intelligence officers 
at Nuernberg it was his boast 
that he could take one look at a 
man and immediately suate 
where that man best fitted into 
his dream of world conquest. 
Yet Hitler «surrounded himself 
with some of the least competent 
friends and advisers imaginable. 
He called the strutting, boorish 
wine salesman , Pribbentrop “an- 
other Bismarck.” He considered 
the hate-soaked Goebbels “a fine 
family man.” He deeply loved the 


crackpot Hess, leaned on the bi- 
zatre dreamings of the oafish 
Goering and the incompetent 
Keitel, : 

Heinrich Hoffman, a procurer- 
photographer with the brain of a 
bird, was a trusted confidaite, as 
were his immediate and badly 
trained staff officers, his illiterate 
servants and the nit-witted frien 
of Eva Braun, his mistress. 

He drove the war-wise junker 
generals Brauchitsch and Run- 
stedt away from him, may have 
ordered the shooting of Rommel 
and banished Prof. Karl Brandt, 
a close and early associate, when 
these men tried to point out to 
him the cost of his blind blunders. 

“That mah was not to be en- 
vied who had to report disagree- 
able- problems to Hitler,” a Ger- 
man officer, Gen. Von Schwerin, 
told American officers, 

Wo R : 

EN. VON SCHWERIN vividly 

described his two meetings 

with Hitler at Berchtesgaden, 
where he journeyed to be decor- 
ated for valor on .the Eastern 
Front. The austere Prussian mor- 
tally feared he would fall under 
the spell of Hitler's weird blue, 
dope-dilated eyes. 

Of his first meeting, in May 1943 
the General revealed: 

“The leader stood close to that 
famous large window in his study. 
He came up.to me with slow, 
slightly tired steps — a man af- 
flicted with a heavy burden. Com- 
passion suddenly overflowed me, 
but it was a compassion that gave 
me a feeling of superiority. An 
inner voice said to me: ‘Look at 
this poor, afflicted old man! What 
a tragic error about him! He is 
not able to carry that with which 
he has burdened himself.’ 

“His eyes were sick, When he 
held out his hand I took it with 
a strong grasp, and was. sudden- 
ly frightened, I did not hold the 
hand of a man in my hand, nor 
that of a woman, I could not take 
breath for a moment, for I had 
the feeling of having carelessly 
crushed something unpleasantly 
soft in my hand. 

“Hitler. launched into a kind of 
slow, teaching lecture. Few would 
talk in his presence, so he would 
perpetually teach, I told him that 
in consequence of the lack of a 
certain type of gun my division 
had used captured Russian guns 
of a somewhat similar bore and 
had equipped them with German 
sights, They proved an excellent 
compromise, I added. 

“But I could feel his inner op- 
position as I spoke. Then he said 
‘abruptly that the German ns 
of that type were superior, is

Hitler lived sporadically with 
Eva Braun, whom he met in 
his official photographer's shop,

that we had none nor got any. 
Silently he swallowed the bitter 
pill and I went on to other things.” 


Von Schwerin next saw Hitler 
in March, 1944, by which time 
Berchtesgaden was heavily pro- 
tected and Hitler always placed 
a loaded automatic on his night 
table before at last dropping off 
to sleep for a few hours. 

Hitler was not really a hard 
worker. He kept long hours only 
because of his crushing insomnia. 

“He held a staff conference 
every night from midnight to 2 
o'clock,” Dr. Erwin Giesing, one 
of his physicians, told Allied in- 
vestigators. ‘‘These meetings were 
followed invariably by informal 
talks over a cup of tea, which 
lasted another one or two hours.” 


Hitler’s will power was enor- 
mous, all of his living associates 
agree. But after he was forced to 
cut down on his strychnine and 
atropine injections in September, 
1944, he could not bring himself 
to visit his bombed cities or face 
the misery of the front line. 

Eva Braun was 33 years old that 
thundering day in early May, 1945, 
when the psychopath with whom 
she had lived for 13 years shot 
her and then himself. The most 
exhaustive research by Russian, 
British and American intelligence 
officers indicates that their bodies 
were burned to dust immediately 
after their deaths. 

“Eva was of medium size, fair, 
had blue eyes and an especially

from informal dinners. He was 
faithful to her, and she to him, 
but there was no open intensity 
to their love. 

Hitler’s fingers were very 
long and almost conical at the 
tips. The steely Junker gen- 
eral, Von Schwerin, who 
loathed Hitler but feared he 
might come under his spell, 
said that after he first shook 


good figure,” relates Prof. Von 
Hasselbach, who knew her well. 
“Broadly speaking, she was nice. 
Her face was expressionless. She 
dressed well and elegantly. An 
exaggerated vanity obviously 
caused her to consider the culti- 
vation of her body and the buying 
of clothes as essential parts of 
her life. 

“She also went in for sports. 
She was fond of long walks, moun- 
tain climbing and skiing because 
these things kept her body in con- 
dition.

HE German doctor did not ne 
T iect Hitler’s youth in his esti- 
mate of the man. According to 
the doctor, Hitler apparéntly 
hated his father. But his love for 
his mother bordered on an Oedi- 
pus complex.

Hitler: held Roosevelt and 
Churchill in the highest con- 
tempt, but often expressed a 
grudging respect for Stalin.

with being a choir boy. He formed 
an early hatred for priests and 
teachers and maintained it 
through his life. 

He went on his oWn in his mid- 
die "teens, determined to become 
an artist or an architect, Accord- 
ing to Hasselbach, Hitler occa- 
sionally reminisced about his hard 
days of earning a living in Vienna, 
It was there that his anti-semi- 
tism and aversion to Marxism 
took root, 

This frustrated artist-architect 
dabbled in both until about the 
last year of the war. He helped 
plan the chancellery, the stadium 
at Nuernberg and many other edi- 
fices put up during his reign. He 
believed in simple lines, in utill- 
tarian designs, and shunned roco- 
co and Gothic massiveness. 


He didn’t like Bach, Beethoven 
or Brahms, but though Wagner 
and Mozart by far the greatest 
of all composers.

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CATTLE MAINTAINED ON THE PRISON 


There Are No Guards and No Walls on Missouri's Prison 
Farms, Where 458 Convicts, Bronzed and Contented, 
Are Growing Crops That Save Taxpayers $1000 a Day.

JEFFERSON CITY; MO., July 27. 


T noontime on a dismal March ° 


day in 1930, panic struck in 
Jefferson City. “While con- 
victs inside the Missouri peniten- 
tiary rioted, a militia company of 
the National Guard formed a 
cordon outside the prison walls, 


ednside 165 guards stood ready 
with a supply of gas and tear 
bombs for emergency use. Local 
policemen and citizen volunteers, 
armed with revolvers and. shot- 
guns, gathered as a reserve in the 
warden’s office. A two-seater ob- 
servation plane of the Thirty-fifth 
Division Air Service of the Na- 
tional Guard, equipped with a ma- 
chine gun and carrying six 50- 
pound bombs, roared out of St. 
Louis for the state capital. 

During that day and part of the 
next the rioting continued. In- 
mates threw dining-room crock- 
ery 
pitchers through the windows of 
the penitentiary. They .wrecked 
tables and in an angry horde de- 
scended upon the penitentiary’s 
kitchen where they jerked down 
racks of bread, overturned con- 
tainers filled with coffee, beans 
and rice, and broke cast-iron 
steam kettles and coffee urns. 


As the convicts turned the prison 
into a place of confusion, wild ru- 
mors spread throughout the city. 
The convicts had massacred their 
guards, some people said, Others 
warned that the militia could not 
hold the riot in check and that 


-the convicts were about to march 


on the business district, 


Finally, while women hid with 
their children in the cellars of 
their homes and every able-bodied 
man stood ready to defend his 
family, the warden of the peni- 
tentiary was able to restore or- 
der. To the ringleader of the 
mutiny he put this question: 
“What do you men want?” 

The answer was simple: “We 
want po’k chops.” 

After three weeks of investiga- 
tion, it was established that the 
mutiny was indeed a “pork chop 
riot.” Tired of watery stew and 
an overdose of boiled pigs feet for 
practically. every meal, the in- 
mates had “struck” for better 
food. 

Out of the Great Pork Chop 
Riot of 1930 came the state’s de- 
cision to establish a system of 
prison farms to raise food for Mis- 
sourl’s penal institutions, Today 
this system of penal farms I!s con- 
sidered by authorities in penology 
as one of the most remarkable en- 
terprises of its kind in the coun- 


try. 
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ITH “Colonel” Paul V. Renz, 
Superintendent of Farms of 
the Missouri Department of 
Penal Institutions, this reporter 
has just made a tour of the 4615 


‘acres of ‘farm land stretched along 


miles of Missouri river bottom land 
surrounding Jefferson City, On 
these thousands of acres, check 
forgers and wife murderers, high- 
way robbers and cop killers, all 
inmates of the Missouri peniten- 
tiary, work from sunup to sun- 
down producing the food that

Bronzed and contented, these 
convicts are indistinguishable, ex- 
cept for the black stripe down 
the sides of their prison pants, 
from the “free” farmers of the 
surrounding country. There are 
no guards and no walls on these 
lush. and fertile acres. This 
prison-in-the-sun is strictly on an 
honor basis. 


“There's. something about farm 
work that cleanses a man’s soul,” 
says Colonel Renz, who: carries 
that title unofficially and simply 
as a mark of respect bestowed 
by inmates, and who has held the 
job of penal farms boss through 
four state administrations. “Oc- 
casionally a man walks away from 
one of the farms, but not often. 
Work on the farms is the reward 
for good behavior in prison and 
it’s the greatest system there is 
for rehabilitating criminals and 
ironing out the kinks in their 
minds before they are released for 
ordinary life.”

OLONEL RENZ estimates that 
C Iiissouri’s system of penal farms 

saves the taxpayers of the state 
$1000 a day in prison maintenance 
and operating costs. Right now 
458 inmates of the Missouri peni- 
tentiary are engaged in harvest- 
ing 200 acres of potatoes. Soon 
they will harvest the farms’ 1900 
acres of corn, They tend the 100 
acres of tomatoes and the 40 acres 
of beans and the 50 acres of cu- 
cumbers and the 12 acres of car- 
rots that furnish the frésh veg- 
etables for themselves and their 
thousands of fellow prisoners. 


And before the season is over, 
Colonel Renz expects to show a 
quarter-million-dollar paper profit 
in produce raised on the farms 
and sent to state eleemosynary 
institutions, 


On Missouri’s prison farms 
every convict gets $2 and 5 days 
“good time” a month. This makes 
it possible for a man who behaves 
in a manner that earns him year- 
round work on the farms to ac- 
cumulate two months commuta- 
tion of sentence a year. In ad- 
dition to these incentives, there 
are always the groaning tables 
set at the farms—tables loaded 
down with steaks, pork chops,

fresh tomatoes, sweet corn, green 
beans, all washed down with 
plenty of fresh milk from the 
farms’ great prize herd of 484 
Holsteins, 

One day this past week, this 
reporter was a guest of the in- 
mates at what the state calls its 
“Church farm,” most modern of 
the system. In a spick-and-span 
dining room adjoining the dormi- 
tories, I was fed on fried chicken, 
every fresh vegetable in season 
and the repast was climaxed by 
lemon meringue pie fresh from 
the oven, one of dozens of pies 
then cooling in the farm kitchen 
for that night’s supper. 
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HE meal was served by a Negro 

inmate named Dollar Bill, who 

has been a “guest” of the state 
for about 15 years, As Dollar 
Bill served the meal and executed 
a few tap steps in the process, he 
talked of life on the farm. He 
seemed strangely contented for a 
man in prison and summed up his 
liking for farm life in this way: 
“You see, miss, in the big house 
you just got walls to look at and 
you get ideas, Out here you looks 
at trees and somehow you don’t 
get them bad ideas from looking 
at trees.” 

While Col. Renz and I were in- 
specting 30 acres of tobacco and 
watching a group of convicts cut- 
ting the tobacco and loading it 
on mule-drawn wagons for the 
trip to the drying sheds, he told 
the story of how tobacco found its 
place in the list of crops rotated 
each year on the state farms. 
It seems as though some years 
ago, a certain convict who had 
earned himself the. title of head 
prison problem-child came to Renz 
with the plea that he be allowed 
to go to work on the prison farms. 


The man had been a worker on 
a tobacco plantation in his youth 
and all he wanted was the chance 
to once again work along the 
neat, pungent rows of tobacco 
plants. The Colonel liked the idea 
of experimenting with tobacco in 
the Missouri River bottoms and so 
a few acres of tobacco were 
planted, Each year the acreage 
was increased and this year at 
least 45,000 pounds of fine leaf 
tobacco will be stripped from the 
30-acre stand, 


The model buildings that dot the 
various farms of Missouri’s penal 
farm system were all designed by 
a man who earned his way into 
the state pen by murdering an- 
other man in a brawl. Once 
thought to be stir-crazy, this man 
came to life when the Colonel 
gave him the opportunity of fol- 
lowing his old profession as an 
architect. 


“You’d never find better barns 
any place,” boasts 265-pound, six- 
foot Col. Renz. “They’re models 
of efficiency and all built with 
convict labor out of scrap ma- 
terial.” 

The Colonel, once a _ practical 
farmer from Platte County, says 
he doesn’t know a thing in the 
world about anything but farm- 
ing. But he knows all there is 
to know on that subject. And he 
talks of nothing else—except the 
fine job the inmates of the Mis- 
sourl penitentiary do on the state 
farms. 
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of felons, the Holstein herd of 

Missouri penal farms has just 
walked off with the three top hon- 
ors of the Missouri Valley Herd 
Improvement Association. He ex- 
hibits the farms’ 7000 turkeys and 
tells of the men who tenderly care 
for the hard-to-raise birds in the 
hills back of Church Farm, 


“You get so you don’t think 
about whether a man killed his 
wife or a policeman,” the Colonel 
says. “You just think about the 
way you watch him tenderly nurse 
a sick baby turkey back to health.” 


There’s nothing about Colonel 
Renz that leans toward the senti- 
mental side. He calls each one 
of the 458 inmate farmers by his 
first name and has but one rule 
he follows. “Fill a man’s belly,” 
he says, “and he'll never give 
you any trouble.” On this simple 
premise, he has built the Missouri 
penal farms system from a be- 
ginning of 200 acres of bottom 
land to its present sprawling 4615 
acres,

Hoosier Hoffmann Puts on an Act 
As He Handles Tough Traffic Job 


Whistling softly to himself, Hoffmann eyes ma- 
chines approaching him on Locust street as he 
holds Twelfth boulevard traffic at bay. He 
uses his police whistle mainly for signaling. 


Twelfth, traffic concentration at Hoffmann’s 
corner became even heavier. He takes it as it 
comes, keeps vehicles hustling on their way. 
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ASTER-MINDING the heavy sweep 
of vehicles through the Twelfth and 
Locust intersection is Traffic Officer 

William Hoffmann's job. It’s also his 
favorite sport. 

At Twelfth and Locust there is plenty 
of business all day. In rush hours the 
officer at that post is engulfed in pent-up 
horsepower. An irrepressible showman 
that smolders under Hoffmann’s blue uni- 
form then emerges. Clowning and side- 
stepping, waving and shouting, Hoffmann 
shoos his tremendous herds of traffic 
along. 

Hoffmann rules his corner with an 
iron hand, tempering discipline with 
good-natured raillery or pantomime. The 
driver who overshoots the stop line, or 
fails to respond alertly to the go-ahead 
signal, may cause the showman cop to 
hide his eyes and turn away, deeply 
legen With a silent, unbelieving stare 

e withers the motorist who fudges on a 
turn. 

His most common scolding: ‘Hey, 
Hoosier, want me to drive that for 
you?” finally bounced several years ago 
and gave him a nickname—Hoosier 
Hoffmann. 

Hoosier Hoffmann is a citizens’ and 
taxpayers’ traffic cop. Sharp-eyed and 
impartial, he goes out of his way to res- 
cue pedestrians caught in the cross cur- 
rents. He makes few arrests. But his 
knack of focusing amused public atten- 
tion on an errant driver is just about as 
effective as a traffic ticket, sometimes 
more so. 

Hoffmann has been with the police 
force since 1917, at Twelfth and Locust 
more than 15 years. In alternate months, 
he exchanges day and night shift work 
with Officer John F. Otting. 

Hoffmann didn’t know these pictures 
were being taken.
